Lodge, “if he reiterates the statem ent 
that I suggested that the press be ex­ 
cluded?” 


“That is my recollection,” replied Mr. 
Patterson. 


‘W ell,” protested Mr. Lodge, “I have 
denied that statem ent 
most em phat­ 
ically.” 


Mr. Hoar raised the point of order 
that committee 
discussions 
were not 
propei- subjects of comment in the sen­ 
ate and the point was sustained. 


Mr. Patterson then made an argu­ 
ment in support of opening the com m it­ 
tee hearings in the Philippine inves­ 
tigation to all the members of the press. 
By such an arrangement, he said, 
the 
country would receive every phase and 
color of the investigation and corres- 
é 
ondents would be afforded an oppor- 
inity to enlarge and offer suggestions 
Concerning the testimony. 
He agreed 
^Vith the complaining- newspapers that 
the committee 
was 
conducting, in a 
sense, a star chamber hearing. 


A communication w as received from 
the secretary of War transm itting to the 
Senate a'm em orial fi'oin leaders -of‘ the 
Federal party in the Philippines.in sup­ 
port of American rule .in the Philip­ 
pines. 


Mr. Hear, disclaim ing,any desire to 
precipitate a debate at this time, re­ 
marked sarcastically that the memorial 
was "a pretty good commentary,” on 
the statute of the Philippine commission 
which prohibited the 
promulgation by 
any society of any great opinion or 
policy. 
He said it 
appeared 
lawful 
under the acts of the commission to 
publish 
political opinion when 
three 
members of the Philippine 
committee 
were members of the society provided 
that the publication be accompanied 
by an expression of "marvelous admir­ 
ation” for the commission itself. 


•They tell us,” lie remarked in con­ 
clusion, “that the Filipinos do not want 
independence when it is made by the 
authorities a penitentiary offense to ex­ 
press any desire for independence.” 
dr. Patterson thought 
the 
senate 
ought to understand the special signi­ 
ficance of the document presented by 
the Federal party. He declared that it 
might be considered as an utterance 
of three members of 
the 
Philippine 
commission. 
He said that Governor 
Taft had stated before the Philippine 
commission that the Federal party had 
been one of its m ainstays in the efforts 
to bring peace to the islands. 
As the 
Federal party had been the chief in­ 
strument in securing the consent» of 
many Filipinos to American rule and 
control in the islands, it was important 
to understand what the party was and 
what inducements it was holding out 
to the Filipinos. 


“The Federal party has met whatever 
success it has achieved,” he asserted, 
“under a declaration that it stands for 
the statehood of 
the islands 
in the 
American union.” 


He insisted that if the Republican 
leaders should say that it was not their 
intention to giye the Philippines state­ 
hood the Filipinos who now were advo­ 
cates of the American control would de­ 
sert theni as rats leave a sinking ship. 


As he understood the matter, it was 
the purpose of the majority leaders to 
hold their Philippines as colonies. 
Let 
that be announced as a fact, said he, 
and it would be equivalent to handing 
the islands over to anarchy and chaos. 
The Federal party, he said, had told 
the Filipinos that there would be no 
colonial government in the archipelago 
but that they would be admitted as 
soon as possible 
Into the 
American 
union. 


The senate, at 5 o’clock, went into 
executive session and five minutes later 
adjourned.

Mr. Meyers mined in the placers 
with United States Senator Clark in the 
early days of Colorado and later they 
came to Montana. Meyers was U3 years 
old.

WASHINGTON 


In the senate yesterday a sharp clash 
occurred between Mr. Patterson and Mr.

FOREIGN 


During the carnival celebrations at Ca­ 
tania, Italy, a body of maskers resisted 
the police in the latters- efforts to make 
an arrest. This led to a general riot which 
lasted six hours. The mob smashed shop 
windows and burned a carnival car and 
the stands which had been erected for the 
accommodation of spectators. After many 
persons had been Injured the troops event­ 
ually restored order. 


The captors of Miss Stone and Mme. 
Tsilka have been attacked by another 
band seeking to get the prisoners in order 
to get the ransom. Twenty men on both 
sides were killed during the fight but the 
original captors of the missionary were 
victorious. Miss Stone was not hurt.

D. B. Fairley of Colorado Springs 
Elected to Succeed Ford. 


ALL OPPONENTS WITHDREW 


State Central Committee Adopted Rules 
Submitted With Some Changes—The 
Lincoln Day Banquet.

Denver, Feb. 12.— Hon. D. B. Fair­ 
ley of Colorado Springs 
was 
today 
elected chairman of the Republican 
state central committee. 
His elec­ 
tion was unanimous. 
All the other 
candidates withdrew from the race 
before the nom inations began. 


Over 100 of the 1U com m itteem en 
were present when Secretary W. H. 
Brisbane called the session to order 
at 11 o’clock. 
The first order of busi­ 
ness was the selection of a chairman, 
which was done 
with haste. 
Mr. 
Fairley made a neat speech thanking 
the com m ittee for the honor after 
which a com m ittee of five was ap­ 
pointed to draft rules for the govern­ 
ing of the party during the coming 
year. 
The rules as drafted by the 
special com m ittee 
appointed 
some 
tim e ago were referred 
to 
today’s 
com m ittee. An adjournment was then 
taken until 2 p. m. 


At the afternoon session of the com­ 
m ittee the rules as reported by the 
special com m ittee appointed by Mr. 
Ford were 
read 
and 
after 
some 
changes had been made were adopted. 


One o f the changes provides that the 
county central com m ittee can fill va­ 
cancies in the state central com m ittee 
rather than the state central com­ 
m ittee fill them. 


The rules were also so changed that 
the district com m ittees of Arapahoe 
county can discharge members rath­ 
er than allow the county central com­ 
m ittee to discharge them. 


That portion of the rules which 
provides for a caucus before the pri­ 
m aries was entirely elim inated. 


After the state central com m ittee 
had adjourned the Republican ladies 
of Denver tendered the visiting la­ 
dies a reception in the parlors of the 
Brown hotel. ,

N ever in the history of Colorado has 
a more enthusiastic 'crowd gathered 
than that which thronged the ball 
room of the Brown Palace hotel 400 
strong for the banquet tendered the 
Republican state central com m ittee by 
the advisory board in observance of 
Lincoln day tonight.

his hearers. 


Frank Nelson, the eloquent Kansas 
orator, commanded close attention. His 
tribute to Lincoln will take a place 
among the most m asterful public ad­ 
dresses of the year.

Former Senator W olcott was in his 
usual form and was given a good re­ 
ception. 
He told of his personal ac­ 
quaintance with President McKinley 
and he was very pathetic in his des­ 
cription of the life and character of 
the man. 


The preparations for the banquet 
were most complete. The w alls were

decorated,

being tropical fairyland.

chorus of 30 male voices.

LEGISLATURE AND THE 


TAXATION OF MORTGAGES

Denver, Feb. 12.—The principal feat­ 
ure of today's work in the assembly 
was the adoption by the house of a sec­ 
tion providing for the taxation of all 
m ortgages not held on Colorado prop­ 
erty. 


At the opening of the morning session 
Representative 
Briscoe 
again 
intro­ 
duced the resolution, which stated that 
it was the sense of the house that the 
assem bly should enact 
the 
revenue 
measure and go home. 
It was ruled 
out. 


The house went into committee of 
the whole and took up section 14 of 
the revenue bill, Mr. Ballinger of Park, 
urged that m ortgages -should be taxed. 
A vote had not been taken when the 
noon hour -arrived. 


A call of the house was had after the 
recess, and a full attendance was se­ 
cured. The speaker urged the members 
to devote more time to the.work of the 
committee of the whole. 
“If our busi­ 
ness is to be expedited it will require 
the attendance of every member,-' said 
he. 


Mr. Eaches was brought to the bar 
of the house and 'pleaded as an ex­ 
cuse for being late that he had to en­ 
tertain a constituent; he was excused. 
Memebers Sehweigert, Cannon, Lubers, 
Dinkle and" Harris, were 
arraigned, 
“The call of the house lrteans som e­ 
thing,” said the speaker, “W hat are 
your excuses.” 


"I had to purchase a pair of shoes,” 
said Mr. Harris and with this all were 
discharged. 


The committee of the whole resumed 
its session and the discussion of sec­ 
tion 14 was renewed. „Some of the 
members urged 
that 
secured 
notes 
should not be taxed w hile unsecured 
notes should be assessed. 


Judge Sclnvoigert opposed the prop­ 
osition and held that all notes should 


be exempted or all taxed. 


Mr. Adams stated that 20 counties 
had taxed mortgages and 37 counties 
had exempted them. 


Speaker Montgomery supported 
Mr. 
Adams. 
“AH the lawyers agree that 
the.section is unconstitutional," insist­ 
ed Mr. Ballinger. The committcc voted 
against the Adams amendments, which 
would have compelled the taxation of 
mortgages.

PROVISIONS INCLUDED 


IN COLOMBIA PROTOCOL 


By Associated Press. 


W ashington, Feb. 12.—Full authority 
is given for the statem ent that the pro­ 
tocol now being .prepared by Admiral 
Walker, chairman of the isthm ian ca­ 
nal commission and Dr. 'Silva, the Col­ 
ombian minister, here will not contain 
any provision for the relinciulshment of 
sovereignty over the isthmus: 


It is understood that.the territory for 
the canal which, will be provided for in 
the protocol is a «trip eight m iles wide, 
Nfour m ilfs on either side Of the canal. 
An interesting question hats arisen with 
-regard to the policing of this zone—that 
ol’ the pursuit of criminals who commit 
ci'imes' within the zone and-then take 
refuge without it—arid it is ctStecl that' 
the protocol will confer-the privilege of 
pursuit within the lim its-of Colombia 


of criminals charged with crimes com­ 
mitted within the zons. 
Justice will 
be administered within the zone 
by 
mixed tribunals and the question of 
their organization is now occupying the 
franjers of tho protocol.- 
The question of price, it is said, will 
be leTt as the last item to be incor­ 
porated-in the document. It is desired 
to have it in the-form of an annuity. 
A lump sum, in the present bad state 
of Colombia's finances, it is said, would 
be most objectionable, as It would be 
imm ediately swallowed up in the pay­ 
ment of the country’s debt. A lease In 
perpetuity^ is contrary to the constitii- 
tion of Colombia* and therefore is out of 
tlje quentlonV it is said. and the terms 
probably will be a 200 years’ lease with 
privileges ,of renewal. .

Through

Memorial to the Senate 
^ 


ASKING 
FOR CIVIL 
REGIME 


“In Conformity With the Decisive 
Words of the Never-to-Be-For- 
gotten President McKinley.” 


W ashington, Feb. 12.—Tho memorial 
of the Federal party of the Philippine 
islands was transmitted to the senate 
this afternoon by the secretary of war 
together with a letter of transmittal by 
Governor Taft 
in whose 
charge the 
document was given. The memorial was 
adopted at an extraordinhry session of 
the Federal party held in Manila in 
Novembi-r. 
It sets forth that the per­ 
formance of that 
obligation 
of the 
treaty of Paris which gave the United 
States congress 
authority to 
fix the 
status of the Philippine islands has been 
deferred to this time because of the at­ 
tack by the Filipinos upon the sover­ 
eignty 
of 
the United States, an act 
brought 
about, 
ihe 
memorial 
says, 
through a misunderstanding, and not 
through hatred of the American sover­ 
eignty. 
!t further states that out of 
the 60 provinces and districts war ex­ 
ists in only two—Batangas and Samar. 
It also asserts that it is a demonstrated 
fact that the pueblos or towns anx­ 
iously desire "a definite civil rule," and 
says those who are still in arms allege 
the lack of a civil regime “agreed upon 
and promulgated by the congress of the 
United States as a weighty pretext for 
their belligerent attitude which regime 
shall determine at once 
the political 
status and civil rights of the inhabitants 
of the archipelago in accordance with 
the treaty of Paris." 


The memorial then makes a presenta­ 
tion of the deduction of the Federal 
party that congress should proceed to 
carry into effect its determination of de­ 
fining the future of the Philippines in 
their relations to the United States and 
asserts that ihere is no reason for not 
replacing the military regime "by a 
civil rule of a popular character, in con­ 


formity with the derisive words of the 
never-to-be-forgotten President McKin­ 
ley." 


The memorial is divided 
into 
two 
parts. 
The first of these is a petition 
for annexation and a presentation of the 
form of government desired. 
In this 
sub-division the federal party sets forth 
that it has made an exhaustive study 
of both the Filipinos and the Americans 
and concludes that from the m ass of 
data collected it is “the intention of the 
two peoples that they should never be 
disunited." 


The memorial announces as principles 
for this union the formation of a “more 
perfect union, establishment of justice, 
the insurance of democratic tranquil­ 
ity. promotion of the genera! welfare 
and the securing of the blessings of 
liberty.” 


The second pail of Liu- memorial seis 
forth the aspirations of a social and 
economical character, the principal of 
which the memorial represents to be 
the securing of a remedy of the "an­ 
cient evil known as the friar." 
Under 
this designation the memorial includes 
all the religious orders now existing in 
the islands. 
The memorial says of the 
latter that they constitute an element 
which is visibly opposed to the Filipino 
people securing the noble ends gained 
by the Const'tution of the United States 
and continuing, it is declared that the 
abuses of these orders have been the 
cause of the bloody struggles of the past 
and of the deep hatred existing between 
the friars and the people of the Philip­ 
pine islands. Congress is asked to take 
steps to remedy these evils and special 
attention is urged to the recommenda­ 
tions made by Governor Taft. 


Complete and general am nesty to the 
Philippine people is asked.

“T here probably is not a better, cer­ 
tain ly not a safer, place in the en tire 
arid dom ain for the construction of 
w aterw ays for irrigation of the public 
lands than in the Grand valley.

Grand river, a great and in exh au stib le 
stream at all season s of the year, is 
u nclaim ed and unused by anyone. S ec­ 
ondly. there is a great body of the un­ 
claim ed and unused public dom ain, as 
fertile, inviting, and as a ccessib le to 
transportation and m arkets as any in 
th e en tire arid region. 
T hirdly, w here 
the low er lands h ave been w atered and 
I cu ltivated through private enterprise, 
the land exceed s ¡11 value aim ost an y­ 
th in g east of C alifornia. 
T he peach, 
pear, apple, plttm, nectarine, cherry, 
grape, sugar beet and general crops 
th rive m arvelously, and its fruit trains 
an nu ally go to m any eastern states. 


"They have a fine sugar beet factory 
near the ccnter of 
the valley, good 
lailroad 
fa cilities, 
unlim ited 
quanti­ 
tie s of coal, oil and everythin g to in­ 
vite early and th rifty population. 
In 
m y judgm ent, the m om ent the gov­ 
ernm ent b egin s th e survey, w ith the 
determ ination of divertin g the Grand 
river, and if it would perm it the sam e, 
every acre under the line of the ditch 
w ould be located and that th ere would 
be an abundance of land to repay the 
governm ent for the reclam ation, as

liam entary paper w as issued tonight 
g ivin g the term s of a practical allian ce 
betw een Great Britain and Japan i° i 
the preservation of China and Korea. 
T he paper covers a dispatch sen t by 
Lord 
Lansdow ne, secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, January ¡¡0. to the 
British m inister to China. Sir Claude 
M acDonald and com prises a signed 
copy of the agreem ent. 


In explanation the paper says the 
agreem ent m ay be regarded as au out­ 
com e of the even ts of the past two 
vcars. 
Throughout th e Boxer trou­ 
bles Great Britain and Japan had been 
in close and uninterrupted com m uni­ 
cation. and actuated by sim ilar view s. 


"W e each d esire.” says Lord Lans- 
dowjhe. "that the in tegrity and inde­ 
pendence 
of the 
C hinese 
em pire 
should be preserved and that there 
should be no disturbance of the terri­ 
torial statu quo. eith er in China or 
the adjoining regions." 


The discovery that th eir far eastern

THE VALUE 


OF IRRIGATION 


Special Investigations Made by 
the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 


(.¡Special Correspondence.) 


W ashington, Feb. 3.—The departm ent 
of agriculture is oursulng som e in v es­ 
tigations as to the possible value of ir­ 
rigation in ihe so-called humid regions 
in the eastern part of the United S tates 
and even in the brief time which has 
been given to this work it has been 
dem onstrated that Irrigation is not en­ 
tirely a problem for tlie so-called arid 
regions only. 
In the North A tlantic 
states the large area devoted to m ar­ 
ket. gardens 
makes security 
against 
drought a m atter of much Importance. 
T hroughout this region 
the 
average 
rainfall provides sufficient m oisture if 
properly 
distributed, 
but 
a 
short 
drought at the time when the gardens 
are m aturing frequently causes heavy 
loss. 
In m any years no such drought 
occurs, but they come often enough 
to m ake the grow ing of vegetables and 
sm all fruits uncertain. 
This 
m atter 
has been taken up in the experim ent 
station of New Jersey. 
Investigations 
have been lim ited so far to the grow ­ 
ing of sm all fruits. They have already 
show n that the increase in the products 
of the irrigated tracts over those which 
were not irrigated w as considerably 
more than enough to pay In a single 
season the entire cost of providing a 
w ater supply as well as tin expense 
of applying it. 


In 
addition 
to 
these experim ents 
made at the station data has been col­ 
lected from truck grow ers throughout 
th» state of NVw .lersey 
This data 
show s that irrigation in a single sea ­ 
son has paid the e n t i r e cost of arrang­ 
ing for the sam e and has yielded a 
profit In addition. 


The rainfall records ai IJhlledelphia. 
covering a period'of 70 years show that 
in more than half the years there was 
a lack of moisture in som e one month 
of the grow ing season sufficient to ser­ 
iously affect the yield of sm all fruits 
and vegetables which constitute a large 
part of the products of the eastern 
farms. 
It. would appear therefore that 
an irrigation plant would be as profit­ 
able an investm ent for m ost of the fa r­ 
mers living In the A tlantic coast states 
as it is for the farm ers of the arid 
states w est of the 100th meridan. 


Careful in vestigations are being made 
in W isconsin and M issouri to determ ine 
what can be done w ith irrigation in 
the states of the m iddle w est. 
In both 
th" states m entioned the w ater has 
been supplied by pum ps and records 
have been kept to show the am ount 
used, the tim e of Its application, the 
cost of pum ping and the increase in 
yield of the various crops to w hich It 
w as applied. 
Owing to the extrem e 
drought of last sum m er the results of 
the experim ents were h ighly favorable 
to 
irrigation, 
the 
difference 
In 
the 
am ount and size of the fruit and v eg e­ 
tables produced show ing a large margin 
of profit. If deductions were m ade from 
this one 
year's experience 
alone 
it 
w ould have to be said that irrigation 
in W isconsin w as a great success if 
not an absolute necessity, but it Is rec­ 
ognized 
that 
ltiOl 
w as an unusually 
dry year and the experim ents will be 
continued over several years. 


In M issouri the resu lts w ere even 
more remarkable. 
Irrigated truck ga r­ 
dens and fruit farm s yielded bounte­ 
ously and those which were not Irri­ 
gated suffered an alm ost total failure 
and tHe conclusion has been reached 
that Irrigation Is an absolute protec­ 
tion again st the periodical 
droughts 
w hich com e even to the humid states. 
It is especially recom m ended to nur­ 
sery m en for it has been show n that 
young trees w hich are w ell w atered will 
gain a t lea st a year over those which 
take their chances. 


In the south experim ents have been 
m ade w ith the Irrigation of rice lands. 
Of late years since the U nited States 
agricultural departm ent improved the 
q uality of the rice grow n in the U nited 
S tates there has been a great demand 
for good rice land and the problem of 
securing the large supply of w ater n ec­ 
essary for this Industry has been one of 
the m ost interesting features o f the 
hydrographical branch of agricultural 
Investigation. 
Lands w hich w ere for­ 
m erly worth from $1 to S3 per acre and 


used only for g razin g now sell for from 
|:t0 to $r>n per acre and yield an annual 
return equal to th e v a lu e o f the land. 
About L’50.000 acres o f th ese lands have 
been improved by irrigation and niurh 
more will shortly be brought under 
water. 


Til H aw aii during the p ast summer 
agen ts of the d epartm ent have hn.>n 
at work in vestigatin g the situation Loth 
from a legal and a p ractical point if 
view. 
Large in vestm en ts in irrigati i 
works in these Islands h ave made the! 
subject of w ater ow nership and con­ 
trol one of the most, im portant m ic­ 
tions. 
Private p arties are trying m 
buy from the governm en t all of the, 
w:iter rights attached to th e public do­ 
main and in the present chaotic condi­ 
tion of affairs it is possible these mignt 
be secured to the effect that a mon«i 
poly would be creatcd and the develop 
m ent cheeked. 


Tn Puerto Rico large areas require! 
irrigation if iliey are to be made pro 
ductive. 
L egislation is needed there to| 
determ ine the title to w ater and as to 
the disposal of the public land. 
It is! 
believed by the departm ent that Puev^ 
to Rico affords an excellen t opportunity 
for the enforcem ent of a m odern sys­ 
tem of law s in w hich can be expressed 
all of the experience nnd w isdom gained 
in the handling of th is question in the 
1 nited States. 
As a rule there is al 
w ays plenty of land and a shortage of| 
water. Thus the w ater is considered of 
far greater value than the land and'! 
should be more -jealously conserved by 
the government.« 


Power to m ake fu rth er investigation, 
w ith liberal appropriations to accom-| 
plish the sam e Is urged b y the depart 
m ein. 
It is held th a t it „-is Important to 
know w here w ater 
.now b eing used 
to the best ad vantage, th e character 
and exten t of vested rig h ts and the 
possibilities of the fu tu re in Irrigation 
d ’vavelopim-nt under governm en t con 
tvol.

Trinidad, Feb. 9.—A large and enthu­ 
siastic meeting of the business men of 
Trinidad w as held in the office of A , 
C. McCliesney recently for the purpos« 
of devising ways and means of promot«* 
ing an electric railway system to con­ 
nect the city with the various mining 
towns of the county. 
It w as the exr 
pression of the meeting that the tim e 
is now ripe for action. Strong speeches 
urging immediate steps in this direction 
Were made by Sol H. Jaffa, J. O. Pack­ 
er, T. D. Mitchell and others. 
Many 
expressed them selves as ready to take 
stock in the company to be formed for 
the purpose. 
A committee of five was 
appointed to procure estim ates of the 
cost of construction of such a road and 
the probable income a s well as to take 
steps toward the formation of a com­ 
pany and to raise the necessary funds 
to start it. 


This field has been looked over re­ 
cently by the agents of several elec­ 
trical construction companies and there 
are now two distinct propositions be­ 
fore the people for the construction of 
the road with other parties exam ining 
into the merits of the proposition. Sixty 
miles of road will 
connect 
Trinidad 
w ith the outlying towns 
of 
Torres, 
Aguilar and Gray Creek and all inter­ 
mediate camps. 
Traffic under present 
conditions with these towns is expen­ 
sive and tedious. 
The stage lines are 
taxed to their utm ost capacity. W ith a 
cheap, convenient and rapid means of 
transit the passenger and express busi­ 
ness would be increased m any fold and 
with the other sources of income inci­ 
dental to such a company it would be 
a paying proposition from the begin­ 
ning.

Denver, Feb. 7.—The fight over the 
assessm ent of corporate property began 
in the house today during the consider­ 
ation of the revenue bill. 
Representa­ 
tives Marlin and Schweigert are lead­ 
ing the fight for the state 
board 
of 
equalization. The discussion will prob­ 
ably not be concluded so that a vote 
can be taken before sometime Mon­ 
day. The principal arguments directed 
against the assessors proposition as 
submitted by the finance committee, 
is in relation to the meeting of the sev­ 
eral assessors in Denver. 
It is con­ 
tended that if the assessors 
are 
not 
bound by any agreement at which they 
m ay arrive, they will return to their 
several counties and assess the proper­ 
ty as they please. 
On the other hand, 
if they are bound to respect the agree­ 
ment, they then become a board of as­ 
sessors and according to a recent court 
decision, their work will be unconstitu­ 
tional. 


That the friends of the state board 
o f assessors have a harder fight than 
last year Is acknowledged, but they still 
have a good majority in the house, and 
that body will hold out for the asses­ 
sors. A poll of the house by your cor­ 
respondent today showed 30 in favor of 
the state board of assessors, 15 in favor 
of the state board of equalization, 16 
doubtful and three absent. 
It is now 
thought to be the intention to pass the 
bill on second reading in the house and 
then submit it to the supreme court, 
that body having said that a measure 
m ust at least have reached that stage 
of progress before they would consider 
it. 


Nearly every person in the assembly 
has some idea which he thinks will 
solve the question of taxation for Colo­ 
rado. * In many cases bills and amend­ 
m ents are being introduced.

The fight 
was made against It so strongly that 
during the day an amendment was in­ 
troduced which modified the wording of 
that part of the bill providing for the 
meeting. 
Under the modification the 
agreement is not binding. 


Another question raised by the op­ 
ponents of the state board of assessors 
w as that with the assessors valuing 
the corporate property 
of their indi­ 
vidual counties, no county where there 
were no railroad terminals, would un­ 
der tho constitution be entitled to any 
taxes from the intangible value of the 
property. 
In 
other words, 
that the 
counties in which were located the ter­ 
minals of the railroads would derive the j 
entire benefit of this class of property J 
The friends of the assessors contended 
that there was no law against any as­ 
sessor valuing all the property in his 
county, and there w as no law to prevent 
him from claiming a part of the in­ 
tangible property of all railroads within 
his 'county. The friends of the aaseeors 


pointed to the condition of financial a f­ 
fairs under the state board of equaliza­ 
tion, arid contended that in 10 
short 
months the present revenue law with 
its state board of assessors, even if it 
had been in the courts all the time, had 
brought the state out of financial ruin. 
They contended that a return to the 
state board of equalization would again 
present the spectacle of that board and 
the county assessors vying with each 
other to ascertain which could place 
the property under their respective as­ 
sessm ents 
at the 
lowest 
valuation. 
They held that it was against the com­ 
mon law for anyone to sit in judgment 
over his own work and when the state 
board of equalization assessed corporate 
property and then sat as an equalization 
board, they were the sole judges of their 
own labors. 
It was granted that the 
board has power to equalize, but con­ 
tended that such power did not mean to 
assess. 


From the current 
of talk overheard 
tonight, it looks as though the asses­ 
sors will be given the right to value all 
the property in their respective counties 
this fall, with the board of equalization 
sitting as an equalizing power, and that 
a constitutional amendment will be en­ 
acted creating the state board of asses­ 
sors, or possibly creating a state tax 
commission, the latter 
to 
act as an 
equalizing 
power 
after 
the 
several 
county assessors have valued all the 
property In their counties. 


Mr. Ballinger arose to a question of 
personal privilege at the opening of the 
house this morning and read an arti­ 
cle from a local morning paper which 
charged him with not being in earnest 
when he introduced his railroad com­ 
mission bill. 
The article said that a 
number of his fam ily were employed 
on the railroad, and it used this fact 
to state that Mr. Ballinger wanted to 
kill all railroad legislation by introduc­ 
ing unconstitutional bills. 
Mr. Ballin­ 
ger spoke with feeing on the matter, 
referring to the fact as he claimed that 
his only son had been killed in a rail­ 
road accident caused by the careless­ 
ness of the company. 
He contended 
that his bill w as Introduced in good 
faith for the purpose of obviating the 
very things which brought about the 
death of his only son. 


The house then went into the com­ 
m ittee of the whole on the revenue bill. 


Mr. O'Connell was the first speaker. 
He did not enter into the question only 
as to the power which the legislature 
could vest with either the state board 
of assessors or the state board of equal­ 
ization. 
Mr. O’Connell did not agree 
with the report of the finance com­ 
m ittee 
which allowed 
the 
assessors 
to 
meet 
In 
Denver; 
neither did he 
agree with Mr. Schweigert’s position 
for 
the 
state 
board 
of 
equaliza­ 
tion. 
He contended 
that 
the 
latter 
board was not clothed with assessing 
powers. 
He admitted that he did. not 
understand the situation and he asked 
Mr. Schweigert to, as far as possible, 
confine his closing remarks to the legal 
phase of the question. 


Mr. Schweigert then resumed the floor 
to complete his remarks. In opening he 
declined to be questioned during his 
speech. 


He said that he had always taken it 
for granted that the entire house recog­ 
nized the assessing power of the state 
board of equalization and he was not 
prepared to discuss the question raised 
by Mr. O’Connell. 


He did believe, 
however, 
that the 
equalizers 
could be given 
assessing 
powers and that this board was more 
practical than the assessors board. 


He held that the capacity of each a s­ 
sessor was only judged by the voters of 
their respective counties while the ca­ 
pacity of each member of the board of 
equalization was judged by the entire 
state. 
He held that while an assessor 
m ight properly value the local property 
he would be so surrounded w ith parlia­ 
mentary rules that he could not ren­ 
der a fairer 
valuation 
of 
corporate 
property than could the* state board of 
equalization. 


He admitted that the state board of 
equalization did not assess corporate 
property at its full value but he held 
that they assessed it at as high a rate 
b s did the assessors the local property. 
He contended that the trouble was as 
much due to the local assessors as to 
the state board of equalization. 
He 
was in favor of allowing the state 
board of equalization to value corporate 
property but to clothe each member 
of that board with laws that will com­ 
pel them to value correctly. 
He crit­ 
icised the committee amendment in that 
it-did not provide for a record of the 
actions of the assessors while they are 
In session. 


He contended that the valuations as 
placed on corporate property last year 
by the state board of assessors were a 
retaliatory assessm ent and not a fair 
valuation of their holdings. 


He held that the corporations did not 
do right when they refused to appear 
before the board of assessors and pre­ 
sent their claims. He was of the opin­ 
ion that had the corporations appeared 
before that body and presented their 
claims the present extra session would 
not be needed but he also contended 
that two wrongs never make one right 
and the assembly could not afford to 
retaliate by passing a retaliatory m eas­ 
ure. 
He held that when the assessors 
came together the individuality of each 
assessor will be lost in the will of the 
majority, thus it will be that the as­ 
sessor of one county will dictate the 
valuations to be placed on the property 
of another county. 
In closing he said 
"I would rather go home to m y people 
and defend the state board of equali- 
aztion than to go home and attem pt to 
defend an unconstitutional law.” 
A 
liberal burst of applause swept through 
the room and galleries as he closed. 


Mr. Ballinger w as the next speaker. 
He has fought for years for the state 
board of assessors and his speech to­ 
day w as one of the best ever delivered 
in the house of representatives on that 
question. 
He seemed to be filled with 
the idea that he w as right and his en­ 
thusiasm together with his forceful ar­ 
gum ents created the best impression of 
any speech delivered. 
He gave a his­ 
tory of the assessm ent 
of 
corporate 
property in the state prior to the reve­ 
nue bill passed last year. H e then gave 
a history of the litigation over that bill, 
and contended that no court of last 
jurisdiction has passed on the merits of 
the bill. 
He held that Judge RIner’s 
decision only questioned that part of the 
law which gave the 57 assessors» the 
power to delegate assessing powers to 
13 of their number. Among other things 
he said: 
‘‘We accomplished In our last 
session a great deal of good, and we 
instituted reforms that w ill never take 
a backward step. 
W e 
have 
demon­ 
strated the fact that previous to this 
year, the corporations 
did 
not 
pay 
taxes on 50 cents for 
every 
dollar's 
worth of property which they owned," 
He contended that while 
corporation 
papers held that the assessors were try­ 
ing to ruin the corporations, yet not 
one of such papers had named a com­ 
pany that had been valued for more 
than it w as worth. He showed that the 
assessm ent on corporate property this 
year w as about 70 cents on the dollar. 
H e said that it w as the general wish 
am ong the assessors to value all prop­ 
erty at that sam e figure. H e admitted 
that some had not done this, but he said 
it w as through a fear because o f ,the 
m any suits and injunction» th at might 
arise. H e ,adm itted 
that for once we 
have the corporate property assessed 
at a higher rate than the local prop­ 
erty, but be held that within another 
year this /a u lt .AVlllf be rectified. 
H e 
championed 
.the 
statem ent 
o f 
Mr. 
Schweigert regarding 
the m eeting of 
the- assessor^ in Denver,-and held that 
the bill gave'the individual assessor the 


right to assess all the property in his 
county. 
He held that there is nothing 
!n the constitution to prevent the a s­ 
sessors from conferring together. 
He 
recited the' fact that 
two 
assessing 
boards came In conflict with each other 
and neither would assess at its true 
value. He held that the state board of 
assessors had lifted the state out of its 
bankrupt condition in less than one 
year and he said he could not return to 
his people with the law which rele­ 
gated this board to the rear. 
"Do you 
want to return to the old days when un­ 
der the equalizers our institutions were 
bankrupt and our corporations and all 
other property were valued at 20 cents 
on the dollar?” 
At this point Repre­ 
sentative 
Schweigert 
interrupted 
by 
saying: “Don’t you think you are talk­ 
ing against yourself when you remem­ 
ber that if you are elected governor 
as you hope to be, you 
will then be 
chairman of the state board of equaliza­ 
tion?” "I want to say,” replied Ballin­ 
ger, “that the only time I ever wanted 
to be governor was when the corpora­ 
tions began a fight against this bill last 
spring. 
I only wanted to be governor 
15 minutes, which would have been long 
enough 
for me 
to have 
called 
this 
extra session.” 
In concluding he said 
he did not believe that the senate would 
hold out against the assessors. 


Representative Bell was of the opinion 
that the only thing to do is to secure 
honest and competent officials and the 
method of assessing will take care of 
itself. 
He raised the point that local 
assessors in those counties where the 
railroads have no terminal 
facilities 
could not value the intangible property 
of the corporation. He was in favor of 
the state board of equalization. Repre­ 
sentative W hltelaw contended that the 
law as proposed did not create a board 
of assessors. 
lie held that it provided 
for the assessors to value the property 
in their county..He challenged the state­ 
ment that the 
«assessors 
could not 
wisely assess corporate property and 
said: 
“There 
are many counties 
in 
the state where the mining property is 
worth more than the corporate proper­ 
ty, and it requires weeks of diligent re­ 
search to arrive at a true valuation, 
and dare you tell me that the men to 
whom is Intrusted the charge of valu­ 
ing the mining property of this state, 
cannot value its 
corporate 
property? 
Some of you have intimated that the 
assessors will not be fair on this ques­ 
tion. 
I want to say that these men 
who are elected in these rural districts 
by ,their neighbors are elected because 
they will be just as honest in the dis­ 
charge of their duties as will the state 
board of equalization.” 


Mr. Stubbs of Arapahoe, was the next 
speaker. 
He was 
against 
the 
state 
board of assessors and for the equal­ 
izers. 
He could not see how the in­ 
tangible property was to be distributed 
among 
the 
several counties. 
Repre­ 
sentative Riley said that if they would 
get a bill that was constitutional he 
would support it, but he did not believe 
the present 
one 
was 
constitutional. 
Representative Montgomery will close 
,the debate for the state board of as­ 
sessors tomorrow morning. 


Representative Sprague will introduce 
a petition from the chamber of com­ 
merce at Coiorauo 
Springs tomorrow 
morning, asking for the repeal of the 
Bucklin bill. 


The senate convened on time and lis­ 
tened to the usual number of petitions 
for and against the repeal of the Buck­ 
lin bill. 


The Boer resolutions and the W hit- 
ford-Graves amendment both went over 
until tomorrow. This cleaned the dock­ 
et until the revenue bill shall come 
from the house. 
A number of propos­ 
als were made to visit state institu­ 
tions but Senator Barker did not think 
this came within the governor's call. 
The senate then adjourned until 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning. 


At an open meeting In the house of 
representatives tonight for the purpose 
of discussing the Bucklin bill, J. W ar­ 
ner Mills spoke in favor of the bill c.nd 
against its repeal. Oscar Reuter spoke 
for the repeal of the bill. No new argu­ 
ments were brought forward. The large 
crowd seemed to favor Mr. Mills and Mr. 
Reuter was frequently interrupted.

four hours Speaker Montgomery stood 
before the house today and fought for 
that section of the revenue bill which 
provides that the 
coimty 
assessors 
shall value the 
corporate 
property 
within their respective counties. 
He 
w as in his prime, and when he had 
completed, all who had heard him ad­ 
mitted that it was a m asterful effort. 
He used to advantage the knowledge 
he gained while on the com m ission 
which created the revenue bill, and 
his speech teem ed with wit, sarcasm 
and repartee. 
He discussed the ques­ 
tion from a legal as w ell as a prac­ 
tical standpoint. W hen in the discus­ 
sion he would use every effort to make 
his position clear and questions asked 
of him which were asked in earnest 
would receive a careful answer, but 
the person who tackled him with the 
idea of confusion usually received the 
cold shoulder of his sarcasm , togeth­ 
er with the laughter of the listeners. 
H is arraignm ent of the courts that 
have made adverse decisions in the 
revenue case 
was 
terrific. 
He de­ 
clared that Colorado would be better 
off today had Chief Justic Campbell 
prolonged his stay in Europe and that 
Judge Rlner’s decision was the great­ 
est m onum ent to disgrace ever erect­ 
ed in the state. 
He pictured the con­ 
ditions which have been brought about 
:because of two assessin g powers and 
contended that with but one such pow­ 
er they would not exist. 
People who 
have followed the speaker say that 
today’s address was the effort of his 
life. 
It may be that such was the 
case, for he certainly had som ething 
in his mind to inspire him. 
It is 
a well-known fact that he is a can­ 
didate for congress next fall and be­ 
fore the house opened this morning, 
many of his friends cautioned him to 
make ju st «uch an appeal as could be 
used during his cam paign for the nom­ 
ination. 


W hen the house opened this morn­ 
ing, the friends of the state board of 
equalization claim ed a majority of the 
members, but they were not prepared 
for the battle which followed. 
One 
by one of the leaders of their side tried 
to stop the current of sentim ent, by 
questioning the speaker, 
but 
when 
night came, he had answered every 
question propounded and 
the 
vote 
stood 34 to 21 in favor of tbe asses­ 
sors, but the house is on record for 
that body and a deadlock seem s im­ 
m inent. This, however, is not the only 
serious question which prom ises to re­ 
tard the passage of the revenue bill. 
During the day, a combine was start­ 
ed am ong the opposers of the Bucklin 
bill in the house. 
If its organization 
is successful, those who oppose this 
measure w ill say to the supporters 
of the revenue bill, “You repeal the 
BucRHn amendment, or we will de­ 
feat your m easure.” 
One of the lead­ 
ers of the fight against the Bucklin 
bill said tonight: I think by tomor­ 
row night our combination w ill be so 
strong, th at w e w ill either force them 
to repeal the Bucklin bill, or we w ill 
tie up their revenue m easure.” 
On 
the other hand, the supporters of the 
Bucklin bill are not asleep and late 
this evening those who are not direct­ 
ly 
connected 
with the revenue bill 
were form ing a combination to oppose 
the passage of tho revenue bill,,, un*

On th e stree ts of the city one m eets 
the oriental people a t ev rry turn.

T heir New Y ear 
will be celebrated this w eek and 
the 
A m erican» seem quite as m uch interested 
in the event as th e Chinam en. 
I guess 
the whole city goes slum m ing th a t night 
and fills itself w ith rice wine and ginger 
candy. 


Los Angeles has a fine street railroad 
system . 
M r. W. A. R am say, who m ade 
’som ething of a study of stree t railroads 
la st y e a r fo r Mr. S tratto n , says th ere 
is no m ore com plete system in the coun­ 
try. 
It- covers every portion of th e city, 
an d is rapidly ta k in g in the suburbs and 
extending out 
to th e beaches. 
T here 
arc no cars as fine as those th a t Mr. 
S tratto n 
is p u ttin g 
in for 
Colorado 
Springs, not even on the. P asad en a line. 


I think th a t some of your read e rs m is­ 
understood ■ w h at 1 w rote reg ard in g tho 
handsom e houses here. 
Of course, there 
are m ore of them th an a t home, and the 
exterio rs are beautiful. 
W hat, perhaps, 
I should have said is th a t the average 
cost is not as g reat as a t home. The cli­ 
m ate does not require it. 
M any of th e 
houses are the m erest shells, 
w ithout 
cellars or expensive h eatin g plants. They 
knock a nice-looking house to g eth er in 
a sh o rt tim e, and in a few w eeks it is 
surrounded by a fine law n and thin g s in 
bloom. 
I t w ould ta k e m onths and years 
to accom plish the sam e th in g a t home. 


The city has m any 
beautiful 
little 
park«, som e of them the g ifts of private 
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citizens. 
Its court house, city hall and 
other public buildings are very 
h and­ 
some. There are no school buildings th a t 
will com pare w ith ours. 
M ost of them 
arc fram e buildings. 
This is true, also, 
of most of the churches 


They figure on n atu re doing alm ost ev­ 
ery th in g out here. 
H alf your salary 13 
paid in clim ate. 
They expect tin; sun to 
heat the house, and some of them even 
have an arran g em en t on the roof for him 
to w arm th*‘ bath w ater. If he isn 't w ork­ 
ing you don’t get the w arm w ater. 


I have seen too m any bloom ing tourists 
in Colorado who th ought they knew all 
about the clim ate because they stru ck 
a wind storm , so I never com plain about 
a. stran g e region until I know all about 
It. 
1 m ust say that, so far, this has not 
been a nice w inter here. 
It has not been 
much w arm er than it w as a t home in 
1'ecem bcr. 
Once last week it snowed. 
The gardeners tell me th a t they have 
never know n such a prolonged period of 
colii and one can well believe them . 
The 
flow ers arc pretty well destroyed ju st 
now, but a week or two will surely m ake 
a g reat difference. 
A calla lily is a 
beautiful thing when not covercd with 
d irt; the coldest looking thing is a palm 
tree shivering in the night air, and an 
orange is delicious unless its h eart is- 
frozen. 


The w om en's clubs occupy a g reat dea' 
of attention in I.os Angeles, judging by 
the press and the talk . 
Two of them 
have handsom e club houses. 
The F riday 
M orning club lias a very large 
club, 
num bering over mo m em bers and a fine 
home. 
It 
fitir.fi up like m ost gentle­ 
m en's clubs—m inus th e bar. 
T here is a 
large 
auditorium 
and 
every 
F rid ay 
m orning they ar-semble to read and d is­ 
cuss papers. 
It w as a t th is club Mrs. 
M cKinley w as entertained last spring. 
I 
had an invitation th ere one m orning to 
a m usicale, and it w as a very pleasant 
event. 
The music of the old m asters 
w as given and a young lady read a p a­ 
per telling of each song and the com ­ 
poser, afte r which com petent m usicians 
re nlered the selection. 
The clubs are 
divided into sections for practical work. 
Mrs. 
R obert J. B urdette, 
wife of the 
fam ous hum orist and w riter, seem s to be 
the leader in club life. 
N ext Ju n e the 
Biennial m eets in this city and tile wo­ 
men are preparing for a big tim e. 
Colo­ 
rado Springs club women who m iss it 
will lose a g reat deal of instruction and 
pleasure. 
Ju st now they are all torn up 
over th e color question.

clubs.

I have been a t Greenwood cem e­ 
tery in N ew York, 
a t A rlington, 
near 
W ashington, and Hollywood 
in 
Tlich- 
mond, all quite fam ous. 
H ere, or course, 
the flow ers m ake them 
beautiful. 
A t 
Evergreen cem etery here I visited the 
new est and m ost com plete crem atory in 
this country. 


There is a beautiful stone building and 
in one end of it is a fine chapel. 
It is 
com plete in every way, even to an o r­ 
gan. 
The caskct rests on a hydraulic 
elevator and at the close of th e service, 
if the body is to be crem ated or placed 
in the receiving vault, it is lowered to 
th e basem ent. In one end is the receiving 
vault, which is perfect. A t tho other side 
is the crem atory oven. 
It is heated by 
oil and it only takes three hours to heat 
it. 
it is built of fire brick and is heated 
to several thousand degrees. 
The fires 
are then all draw n and the body in its 
casket goes into the dry, hot heat. 
In 
three hours m ore th ere is nothing left 
but a few pounds of bone lime. 
The 
d rau g h ts ca rry aw ay tho ashes* from the 
coffin and clothing. 
They are th en col­ 
lected and placed in copper cans. 
The 
com pany requires tw o w itnesses a t every 
ciem ation. 
I lifted a can containing tho 
body of a m an—a pauper, of course— 
"R attle his bones over the stones, 
lie 's only a pauper, whom nobody ow ns." 


i should judge th a t it weighed five 
pounds. They crem ate about th re e bodies 
a m onth and the cost is $60. 
W hen the 
custom becom es m ore com mon, the cost 
wdll be reduced to about $25. 
N atu rally 
it is a thing the u n d ertak ers do not rec­ 
omm end, b u t th ere is absolutely nothing 
repulsive about it. 
T here w as a large 
p arty in th e crem ato ry a t the tim e X 
visited it, and even th e ladies who cam e 
in in a ra th e r nervous, frightened m an ­ 
ner, seem ed to .b e converts w hen th ey 
left.

w ish es. 
E lsew h ere 1 h ave d iscu ssed th e ques­ 
tion of recip rocity. 
In th e ca se of Cuba, h ow ­

h eld to h ave a p ecu liar application, and I m ost 
ea r n e stly ask your atten tion to th e w isdom , in­ 
deed th e vital need, of providing for a sub stan tial 
red u ction in the tariff d u ties on Cuban im port« 
in to th e U nited S ta tes. 
Cuba has in her con stitu ­ 
tion affirm ed w hat w e d esired, that sh e should

Cuba, w hich m easu res evidently relate to a reduction of 
th e tariff on Cuban grow n sugar, it is no le ss true that 
solem n prom ises and en g agem en ts h ave been m ade w ith 
A m erican beet sugar producers, and it is ju st as dishon­ 


orable to ign ore th ese as it is to break our prom ises to 
Cuba. 


T he R ep ub lican national platform of lS9t> contained 
.he follow in g: 


W e con d em n the p resen t ad m in istration for 
not k eep in g faith w ith the sugar producers of 
th is country. 
T he R epublican party favors such 
p rotection a s w ill lead to the production on Amcri- 
ican so il of all th e sugar w hich th e A m erican 
p eople use, and for w hich th ey pay other cou n ­ 
tries m ore than $100,000,000 annually. 


T h e R ep ub lican platform of 1000 contained a specific 
d eclaration in favor of the protective policy, ana th is w as 
interpreted by th e R epublican cam paign te x t book of 
1900, issu ed by th e R epublican national com m ittee, as 
"a d istin ct prom ise to the farm ers that th ey need not fear 
that th e R epublican party would perm it th e cheap labor 
and ch eap sugar of any tropical territory to be brought 
in in a m anner w hich would d estroy th e infant industry 
of beet sugar production, which th e farm ers of the U n it­ 
ed S ta tes have, under the fosterin g care of th e R epubli­ 
can party, been building up during th e last few years." 


N eith er the R epublican party as a w hole, nor R epub­ 
lican m em bers of con gress h ave a right to repudiate such 
prom ises as th ese, upon th e strength of w hich large in- 
\c a u u en ts of capital have been m ade, ex p en siv e factories 
constructed, ex ten siv e areas of land cu ltivated , and in 
som e ca ses w hole tow ns built d ep en din g en tirely upon 
this on e industry. 


A great deal has been said in th is con n ection, upon 
one sid e and the other, in regard to th e trust or tru sts 
conceuned in the sugar b usiness in th is country. 
But 
it is not n ecessary to com p licate m atters in th is way. 
Both the cane sugar m en and th e beet sugar m en are 
keen A m ericans who arc not allow ing th eir in terests to 
be n eglected and w ho are using every p ossib le influence 
to a ssist the deliberation s of con gress. 


As w estern ers, vitally in terested in the sugar beet in ­ 
dustry, and b elievin g that w e have th e sam e rights to 
protection under an A m erican tariff that h ave been given 
to others, w e are clearly justified in d em an din g th at w e 
shall not. be called on to pay all th e cost of redeem ing 
th e nation al pledges to Cuba. 
T here is no sen se in sa y ­ 
ing that th ere is only one side to the question. 
T here 
is an other side. 
T here is a duty that w e ow e to Cuba. 
But th e w estern sugar g lo w ers have a right to in sist that

not quite sure w h eth er th ey w ish to enforce it. 


“T h ere is no d esire to injure or harass th e state of 
C olorado by th e p roceed in gs,” say th e K ansas law yers. 


“T h e A rk ansas river is in its natural condition 
a gen erou s stream , and in so far as its w aters 


can be used in C olorado for irrigation purposes 
and then returned to th e bed of the river and in 
so far a s th e w aters can be dim inished in se a ­ 
son s of flood and at oth er tim es w ithout injury to 
o u rselves, their taking w ill not be resisted by us. 
W e w ish it understood that we do not ask or ex ­ 
pect th e d estruction of the 
irrigation 
ditch es 
h eretofore constructed and used by persons and 
corporations in Colorado 
P ou b tless som e re­ 


striction s should be placed upon the use of the 
w aters but it is sought by this proceeding m erely 
to prevent the state of Colorado from u sin g its 
vast power and w ealth in d ivertin g th ese w aters 
and lo stop it from granting authority tu others 


lo do so.” 


W e are greatly pleased to learn that the A rkansas 
river is in its natural condition a generous stream , and 
that th is h igh ly com m endable quality is shared by the 
d w ellers alon g its banks. 
It is also a very great relief 
to know that we are not exp ected im m ediately to destroy 
the d itch es that have been constructed, and th at the only 
purpose of the suit is that Colorado shall stop u sin g its 
vast pow er and w ealth in d iverting th ese w aters and 


cease granting its authority to others to do so. 


The difficulty is that w e cannot really help ourselves. 
T hose 
A rkansas valley 
fellow s are the m ost "contrap­ 
tions" you ever did sec. and for all we can do. th ey will 
p ersist in u sin g that w ater to raise b eets and things.

WESTERN MATTERS AT WASHINGTON. 
T 


HE PEO PL E of the w est have good reason for 
feelin g pleased w ith the progress of even ts at the 
n ational capital. 
At one tim e it looked as though 
the reduction on Cuban sugar w as to be m ade 
ilm o st as a m atter of course, and som e of the eastern 
uew spapers seem ed horrified at the th ought th at any 
Am erican should even in tim ate that w estern sugar b eet 
grow ers had any rights to be considered. 
But as soon 
as the m atter received careful atten tion it becam e ev i­ 
d ent th a t our own people had claim s based upon prom ­ 
ises quite as clear and a s binding as any that had been 
m ade to the C ubans, and that if a n ational duly existed 
to the people of th e islan d s, it w as n ot quite fair to 
exp ect th at th e people of the w est should bear the w hole 
burden of d isch argin g it. 
T he resolution introduced by 
Mr. N ew lands- of N evad a has already had a salu tary 
influence in clearin g th e air of m isap preh en sion , sin ce it 
h as em phasized th e point th at the free-sugar proposition 
is to give th e C ubans th e ch ief benefits of political union, 
w ithout any corresponding resp on sib ilities and burdens. 
A t th e p resen t tim e th e prospect is d ecidedly u nfavorable 
to any great reduction in th e tariff on Cubah sugar, and 
.f a reduction is m ade it is likely to be so sm all that it 
w ill not be a serious injury to w estern sugar in terests. 


Of m ore perm anent im portance, though p ossib ly of less 
im m ediate in terest thau sugar, is the q uestion of nation al 
aid to irrigation, and h ere again th e p eop le of the w est 
have good reason to be p leased with th e attitu d e of cpn- 
gress and th e dom inant party. 
T he cam paign of ed u ca­ 
tion u ndertaken by th e n ew sp ap ers, con gressm en and 
a sso c ia tio n s, of th e w est is b egin n in g to h ave its effect. 
P resid en t R o osevelt's m essa g e to con gress w as very ef­ 
fectiv e in arou sin g th e ea st to a sen se o f th e im portance 
o f th e m a tter to th e n ation al in terests, and som e o f th ose 
w ho on file m orning that th e m essa g e w as p ublished 
w ere ask in g, “W hat is irrigation ?” are now am on g its 
m ost ea rn est ad vocates. 
T he p rospects for th e p assage 
o f an irrigation m easure at th is sessio n of con gress are 
good, and th e m easu re its e lf prom ises to be on e of im ­ 
m easurable im p ortan ce to w estern in terests. 


C olorado S prin gs a lso h as particular reason to be 
pleased w ith th e favorab le outlook for our public building 
Sill, a m easu re th at ou gh t to h ave been p assed years ago, 


but wliltib now seem s to be ap proach in g its final sta g es. 


If w e are ab le to k eep th e tariff on sugar, g et th e 
irrigation b ill p assed and w in our fed eral building, w e w ill 


be disposed to overlook th e sp e ech es of T illm an and 


URINU the past few w eek s the G azette has been 
in a position to publish an excep tion al am ount of 
good n ew s from th e Cripple Creek d istrict— not 
m ore, how ever, than is fortunately w arranted 


by tlie facts. 


The very large num ber of new strik es reported and 


the inform ation furnished as to steady im provem ent in

deep as th ey are opened up. 


M ost prom inent am ong the G azette's m ining new s 
during th e p ast w eek w as the publication of th e Port­ 
land com p an y’s annual report, the m ost elaborate and 
com p lete publication of its kind issued in the U nited 
S tates.

W ith all its 
brillian t past and 
over $4,000,000 distributed in divi- 
dens. the Portland com pany has a still greater future 
before it, and tow ards th is future th e m an agem ent is 


building and leavin g no ston e unturned. 


C arefully selected Cripple Creek stock s w ere never 
a better in vestm en t than th ey are today. 
W e know 
m ore 
about 
th e 
m ines 
and 
w hat 
they 
m ay 
be 
ex­ 
pected to do w ith depth. 
And yet the general range of 
prices is considerably low er than a year or so ago. 
T his 
seem s t o 4be en tirely in co n sisten t but at th e sam e tim e 
it is the opportunity of the buyer.

THE RAILROADS OF COLORADO.

OLORADO people w ho exp ect that a branch line 
of railroad w ill be built a s a m atter of course 
Lo every m ining cam p that can m ake a sufficient 
sh ow in g of ship ping ore, and w ho grum ble if the 
Pullm an car does not carry th em w ith in con ven ien t d is­ 
tan ce of every cattle ranch and mint1 in the state, often 
fail to realize how m uch b etter off th ey are than, the 
p eople of oth er w estern sta tes in th is resp ect. 


It n ee d s'o n ly a glan ce at th e map to show th at not 
one of th e s ta te s to the north, south or w est of us is as 
w ell provided with lines ot interior com m unication as we 
are, and th ere is no doubt th at this condition has been a 
m ost influential factor in determ in in g the rapid d evelop ­ 
m ent of our resources. 


At the p resen t tim e th ere are six m ain trunk lines 
of railw ay exten d in g across the eastern fron tier and 
link in g us w ith th e m ore th ick ly settled com m u n ities along 
th e M issouri river. 
One great line strik es boldly tow ards 
th e d istan t Gulf of M exico and serves a s the ch an nel to 
th e rapidly in creasin g volum e of trade w ith T exas and 
N ew M exico. 
A noth er line reaches tow ard the south ­ 


w est and lin k s u s w ith A rizona and southern C alifornia, 
w h ile still an other is p ush in g farth er and farth er in to the 
region s of th e north. 
To th e w est a sin gle link binds us 
to U tah, but th at link is a part of a m ain tran scon tin en tal 
sy stem ex ten d in g from th e A tlan tic to the Pacific. 


W ith in th e sta te itself railw ay building h as already 


b een push ed to such an ex ten t that of the 56 cou n ties 
o f th e sta te on ly four are w ith out railw ay service, and 
o f th ese, th ree m ay reason ab ly be exp ected to receive 
railw ay con n ection in th e n ear future. 
T he lin es o f th e 
C olorado & S outh ern, th e C olorado M idland and of th e 
D en ver & R io G rande and its allied lin es h ave p en e­ 
trated n early every v a lley, h ave traversed eypry m oun­ 
tain range, h a v e crossed every d esert, and at the present 


tim e afford a safe, speedy and com fortable m ean s of 


access to every part of th e state. 


T hat su ch a condition tends tow ards rapid develop­ 
m ent can n ot be doubted. 
It m ay be truthfully said that 
Colorado is a sta te w here the prospector rides to tho 
scen e of h is efforts on a Pullm an ^car, and w here ^ast 
stores o f undeveloped natural w ealth are brought into 
startlin g juxtaposition w ith the m ost m odern m eans of 


transportation. 


The unm ixed 
elem en ts of 
industrial a ctivity are 
grouped to g eth er in Colorado like the raw m aterials of 
gunpow der, and the fire that is beginning to glow iu som e 
parts of the sta te is only the beginning ol a flame that 
will sw eep from one end to the other and will leave us 
one of the richest and m ost advanced industrial com ­ 


m unities in the world. 


W ithin th e past two years the railw ays of Colorado 
have show n an enorm ous 
increase not only 
in their 
through b u sin ess, but in their local freight and passenger 
traffic as w ell. 
T his increase was long ago predicted in 
th ese colum n s as the natural outcom e of the return ot 
general good tim es and the developm ent ot^ transpacific 
com m erce. 
But this grow th is very far Irom having 
reached its m axim um . 
W ithin the next few years w e may 
cxp ect to see the railw ay system of tin; sta te expanded 
to cover all the gaps now left vacant. 
T here will be rail­ 
w ay lines into Rio Blanco, Routt and Grand counties. 
There w ill be a line through the valley ol the North Fork 


of the G unnison. 
The lines lo the south w estern part of 
the sta te w ill be made standard gauge. 
And all of th ese 
lines w ill be doing an am ount of business that w ill seem 
enorm ous as com pared with the present am ounts, and that 
w ill com pare favorably w ith w hat is being done in m any 
much older and more densely settled states. 


E very indication points to a period of phenom enal 
grow th in th is sta te w ithin the next few years, and in it 
the railw ays w ill play a m ost im portant part. 
Fortu­ 
n ately th ere is no need of asking any special favors tor 
th ese corporations, or in fact anything more than fair 
treatm ent. 
This the railw ays have a right to exp ect, and 
th is under th e circu m stan ces it is unquestionably for the 


in terest of all the people of the state to give them .

It cannot reasonably be denied that 
the irrigation of the arid and sem i-arid lands 
in the w estern sta tes and territories is a proper 
sub ject for federal solicitude, expenditure and 
supervision. 
This is a work 
which 
on 
a c­ 
count of its m agnitude, its cost and the various 
con d ition s by w hich it is surrounded cannot be 
accom plished, either by the individuals in terest­ 
ed or by the local governm ents concerned. 
If 
it is to bo done at all. it m ust be dono by the 
governm ent of the United States.

It follow s that n egative argum ent

are alik e adm itted. 
If th e pending bill is a 
good one it ought to b e enacted into law.

passed has been su ggested , excep t the very se l­ 
fish and narrow one th at it would tend to in­ 


crease a com petition from which som e farm ers 
in the ea st are suffering already. 
it is ex ­ 
trem ely unlik ely that any such in crease would 
be perceptible, but th a t argum ent would have 
barred th e governm en t from m aking any effort 
to develop th e great w est and w ould, if applied 
w ith logical rigor, have confined the union to 
the 13 origin al states. 


C ongress m u st take a broad view of things 
and leg isla te for th e general good, w ithout re­ 
gard to m inor and in cidental consequences. 


h ouse reven ue policy for th eir ad vice; th e in strum ents 
w ere given to th e sen ate by th e p resid en t for th e sen ­ 
a te’s ratification, w ith out a sk in g th e rep resen tatives lor 


th eir v o tes of approval. 


A sid e from th e p ecu liarities of the D ln gley law , itself, 
th e difficulty re so lv es itself into the query: 
Is a reciproc­ 
ity trea ty such a m easure as to require reference to the 
house o f rep resen tatives a s one in volving federal rev­ 
en u es or com m erce w ith a foreign nation? 
The. an­ 
sw er to th e proposition is undoubtedly a n egative one. 
For w hile th is fepccics of treaty certainly affects both 
the revenue and the com m erce of th e country, it is just 
as certain ly not a bill for raising revenue, nor for lay­ 
ing and collectin g taxes, duties or im posts, nor does it 
com e under the “com m erce clause" of the C onstitution 
as that clause h as been interpreted by the suprem e court 


of the United S tates.

To be valid, then, the contention of the house m ust be 
supported .by the provisions of the D inglcy law . w hich,

WHICH IS THE USURPER? 


A 


R E SO L U IIO N w as recently introduced in the 
federal house of rep resen tatives callin g for the 
ap pointm ent of a com m ittee to deal w ith the 
question of the usurpation of the house prerog­ 
atives by th e sen a te in th e m atter ^ f the proposal, out­ 


lining and negotiation of reciprocity treaties, the house 
contending th at it should be consulted on sub jects a f­ 
fectin g the revenue of the country. 


T he house of rep resen tatives has apparently tw o b ases 
for its contention, the pow er which is given that part of 
th e leg isla tiv e branch of th e governm ent by the Con­ 
stitu tion 
to 
originate 
all 
bills 
for 
raising 
rev­ 


enue and the pow er bestow ed on the con gress in gen ­ 
eral to regulate com m erce w ith foreign nation s; 
and 
second, the D in gley law of 1897. w hich provides for th e 
negotiation o f recip rocity treaties, th eir ratification by 
the sen ate and approval by con gress. 


A ction by th e sen a te seem s also to rest upon tw o 


foundations, th e con stitu tion al provision w hich sen ds all 
treaties n ego tia ted by th e presid en t to th e sen ate ior 
ratification, and preced en ts created in the m aking of 
form er reciprocity treaties. 
Jam es O. B laine, prince 
of A m erican diplom ats, w h ose nam e w ill alw ays be' a s­ 
sociated w ith th e U nited S ta tes policy of reciprocity, 
n ever referred his trea ties to th e house for approval, 
save Indirectlv when he consulted the leadors of the 


d uties specified and provided for in such treat}. 


Until recently, this paragraph of the 
D in gley 
law 
seem s to have been little considered, but it is brought 


sharply into the foreground by th e action of the house in 
callin g for the com m ittee 
of 
in vestigation 
m entioned 
above. 
Two points are 
involved 
w hich, if they are 


brought before the United S tates suprem e court, m ay re­ 
sult in a declaration of the paragraph s unconstitution- 


ality. 


An a»tempt is m ade to lim it the tim e in w hich, under 
the D ingley law , reciprocity 
treaties 
m ay be 
m ade 
"within tw o years after the p assage of this a ct.” 
The 
question im m ediately arises, under w hat authority ex- 
pressed or im plied in the C onstitution can a tim e lim it 
be set for the m aking of a com m ercial treaty? 
If the 
provision be constitutional, then until a new tariff act 
witli new reeinroeitv clau ses is passed, this countly is 


tied hand and foot and cannot now m ake such trea ties 
with any country, no m atter how desirable they m ay be. 


But the C onstitution sa y s, “H e (the p resident) shall 
have power by. and with the ad vice and con sen t of the 
sen ate, to m ake treaties provided tw o-thirds of the sen a­ 
tors present concur" 
(A rt. II.. sec. 
2. par. 2.) 
and “T his 


C onstitution and the law s of the United S ta tes w hich 
shall be m ade in pursuance thereof, 
and 
all 
treaties 
m ade, or which shall be m ade, under the authority of th e 


U nited States, shall be the suprem e law 
of 
th e land,” 
(Art. VI., Par. 2.) 
The oth er paragraphs in th e Con­ 
stitu tion referring to treaties, h ave no application to th e 


ease in hand. 


T here is. then, nothing in the C onstitution to pre­ 
vent President R oosevelt en terin g upon th e negotiation 
of com m ercial treaties at any tim e w ith any nation, and 
provided tw o-thirds of the scn atr concur, such trea ties 


would becom e a part of the suprem e law of th e land. 
’I here is no lim it set upon the nature 
of th e 
trea ties; 
there is nothing to indicate th at the house of representa­ 
tiv es can by any possible interpretation o f any clause 
of th e C onstitution pass a law w hich shall com pel the 


p resident to n egotiate treaties w ithin an y certain space 
of tim e. 


B esides, tw o years is an absurdly short tim e lim it to 
set for the com pletion o f such negotiations, in v iew of 
m odern diplom atic m ethods and unavoidable or ad roit 
governm ental delays, and w hen the law did n ot go into 
operation until som e m onths after its p assage. 
And be­ 
fore reciprocal trade relation s are estab lish ed w ith an ­ 
other nation, it wouid be w ise first to a scertain th e ac­ 
tual, not theoretical, effect of the operation of th e orig­ 
inal law upon our own country. 


A further step, how ever, w as tak en by the D in gley 
law, w hich would seem , if that part of the a ct w ere con ­ 
stitu tion al, to force th e president and th e sen a te to con ­ 
sult th e h ouse in regard to reciprocity trea ties, th e act 
sta tin g th at the treaty m ust be duly ratified by th e sen ­ 
ate and “approved by co n g ress,” con gress evidently b e­ 
ing used in its loose sen se to m ean “house of representa­ 
tiv e s.” 


It m ay possibly be contended that the D in gley m eas­ 
ure w as the act of both h ouses of con gress and th e sen ­ 
ate cannot now be heard to com plain, but no law by its 
m ere p assage by both h ou ses, even though th e vote in 


its favor be unanim ous, can alter the C onstitution. T here 
is but one w ay to a lter th e 
C onstitution 
and 
th a t is 
through the people's rep resen tatives in the sta te le g is­ 
latures. 
T he sen ate cannot by a turn of the w rist, aban­ 
don the m in u test part of its rights as granted by the Con­ 
stitution. 


By what right, then, docs th e house of representatives 
say, "You m ust not ratify reciprocity trea ties w ithout 


our approval?” 
By w hat right does the house claim the 
power w hich is the birthright of th e p resident and the 
sen ate? 
T he paragraph in the D ingley act concerning 


reciprocity treaties is verbiage so far as it pretends to 
the en actm en t of law ; it conveyed no new pow ers to the 
president or the sen ate; it did not increase th e potency 
of the house in the m atter of dealing w ith the cou n try’s 
reven ues; it added 
to an 
oth erw ise 
sound 
m easure 


cla u ses w hich the suprem e court would doub tless de­ 
clare u nconstitutional; it am ounts to a m ere recom m enda­ 
tion that th e president, if he deem it w ise, proceed to the 
n egotiation of reciprocal trade m easures w ith th e new 
sch ed ule for a basis. 


Instead of the sen ate tak in g over rights b elonging to 
the house, it seem s that the house by the m ere p assage 
of a revenue law, has m ade a vain attem pt at usurpation 


of prerogatives w hich the C onstitution h as b estow ed upon 
the president and th e senate.

O TALK of sunshine in this 
land where we have nothing 
else is exactly like sending 
“coals to Newcastle,” but the 
sunshine of which I am going to speak 
is much more important than that 
which floods our bright and beautiful 
land. I mean that sunshine which en­ 
ters the hearts and souls of the poor 
and unfortunate when a kind act feeds 
and clothes and warms them. 
This is 
true religion. 
But we must not be so 
busy in making sunshine for “folks” 
that we have no time to manufacture it 
for another sort of “folks” who need 
it far more—the cats, and dogs, and 
horses—who, not being able to speak 
for themselves suffer in silence, some­ 
times most cruelly. 


God be thanked there's a woman 
among us making sunshine by the 
acre. Irene Rood took up the cudgels 
for ouf dumb animals years ago. She 
has had the humane education bili 
passed in 15 states. 
This law makes 
it obligatory upon teachers to spend 
20 minutes of every week in teaching 
the children to be kind to animals. 


Cruelty to dumb 
creatures reacts 
upon the person practicing it. 
No 
child can practise cruelty towards any 
living creature without doing himself 
far greater harm. 
The child is badly 
taught from the very first. How often 
do you hear the mother say, “Don’t 
hurt the cat. she will scratch you,” 
instead of “Don’t hurt the cat, for she 
feels the pain as you would.”

mal, or the moral harm sustained by 
the child. 


Humanity means civilization. 
Cru­ 
elty is barbarism. Thousands of men 
and boys in our p'risons and reform 
schools might be useful citizens today 
had someone begun their humane edu­ 
cation in their childhood. 


I. W], Cottrell, general superintend­ 
ent of the Detective Association of 
America, says: “With 25 years’ experi­ 
ence as an officer, I know of but very 
few criminals who were taught to love 
animals, and in 
searching for the 
causes of crime we find that the lack 
of humane education is the principal 
one.” 


Dc Sailly, the eminent French teacher, 
says: “Kindness to animals produces 
great results; it is not only a powerful 
cause of material prosperity, but also 
the beginning of moral prosperity.” 
My manner of teaching it does not 
disturb the routine of the school at all. 
Two days in the week all our lessons 
are conducted with reference to this 
subject. 
In the reading class I choose 
a book upon animals, and always give 
useful instruction. My copies for writ­ 
ing are facts in natural history, and 
ideas of justice and kindness to ani­ 
mals. I prove that by not overworking 
them, and by keeping them in clean, 
roomy stables, feeding them well and 
treating them kindly, a greater profit 
anH larger crops may be obtained. 


“The results are exceedingly satis­ 
factory. 
The children are less disor­ 
derly and more gentle to each other. 
They have ceased to rob nests and kill 
birds. They are touched by the suffer­ 
ing of animals.” 


Bishop Ninde says: “Merciful treat­ 
ment of animals should be taught from 
the pulpit and inoculated in our Sun­ 
day schools as a most important and 
imperative Christian duty.”

BDJ^DING MUST COST $100,000. 


jfecording to tho understanding be­ 
tw een the city council and Mr. Strat­ 
ton, whereby the latter transferred to 
the city the property 175 by 190 feet 
at the corner of Kiowa street and 
Nevada avenue for the erection of a 
city hall, the building must represent 
the expenditure of $100,000 or more. 


The impression has become more 
or less prevalent throughout the city 
that the council was consideding the 
advisability or cutting down the cost 
of the building to $75,000, and this im­ 
pression was not wholly unjustified, 
inasmuch as Chairman Clark of the 
finance committee, in explaining his 
unreadiness to act on the city hall 
plans at the council meeting Monday 
night, said that he had always been in 
favor of a $75,000 building and that in 
his opinion, should the question of the 
issuing of the city hall bonds be put 
to a vote of the people at the present 
time it would not get the support of 
10 per cent, of the voters. 


There is a provision in the agree­ 
ment with 
Mr. Stratton, however, 
whereby the city will be compelled to 
build a $100,000 building on this site 
or give up the site and procure an­ 
other, or be guilty of having procured 
this site under false pretenses; and 
Mr. Clark stated yesterday that the 
$100,000 building would be erected be­ 
cause there was no other course of ac­ 
tion open to the city. 


The issue of bands for the erection 
of the new city hall, which bonds were 
awarded to the firm of Rollins & Son, 
of Denver, has not been entirely taken 
up. As the matter stands at the pres­ 
ent time there is $75.000 in the city 
hail erection fund. 
The bonds to this 
amount have been delivered to the 
purchasers and are now drawing in­ 
terest. 


There exists a feeling of uncertainty 
in the minds of the citizens of Colorado 
Springs whether the city is not having 
trouble over the disposition of the 
rest of the bonds, there being a fear 
that the city has exceeded its bonding 
powers, on general fund bonds, and that 
for this reason the purchasers of the 
bonds are not willing to accept them. 


According to the state* law a city 
may issue bonds for general purposes 
up to an amount equaling 3 per cent, 
of its total assessed valuation for the 
year last preceding. 
This valuation, 
for Colorado 
Springs, 
was approxi­ 
mately $8,000,000, and the bonded in­ 
debtedness of the city could not, there­ 
fore, lawfully exceed approximately 
$240,000. 
With the $75,000 bonded in­ 
debtedness occasioned by the delivery 
of the city hall bonds that have been 
called for by Rollins & Son, Colorado 
Springs has practically reached this 
limit, and unless some concession is 
made by the bond buyers it is possible 
that the remainder of this money can­ 
not be raised during the present year. 
Any time after December 31 of this 
year the assessed valuation of the city 
for this year, $22,000,000, will be avail­ 
able for bonding purposes and the re­ 
mainder of these bonds can be voted 
without even the merely technical legal 
difficulty that seems to exist at the 
present time. 


Prominent financial men of the city 
have expressed the opinion, however, 
that if the city auditor should make up 
a financial 
statement 
showing the 
exact situation and submit it to the 
bond buyers, the latter would probably 
be willing to waive the technicality 
upon which they can perhaps delay ac­ 
tion at the present time and to advance 
the rest of the money in order that 
there may be no delay in the erection 
of the building. 
This solution of the 
difficulty may be resorted to. 


TJSTO MEN BURIED 


BENEATH A DIRT SLIDE. 


An accident occurred in Manitou 
yesterday afternoon that for a while 
looked very serious. In blasting away 
the rock on the bluff opposite the Soda 
springs, a great quantity of loose dirt 
suddenly gave way, covering several 
of the workers entirely, but nearly all 
of them soon managed to extricate 
themselves. George Ulmer, one of the 
men, was covered under tons of dirt 
and rock. 
The rest of the laborers 
picked up shovels and began to dig 
out their fellow laborer. 
Within a 
short time he was uncovered, appar­ 
ently none the worse for his unusual 
escape. 


The man is one of the corps of la­ 
borers which is employed by the North 
American Construction company in ex­ 
cavating and blasting for the widening 
of Manitou avenue, in Manitou. 
The 
street is being widened to permit the 
construction of a double track of street

THE DANISH WEST INDIES. 


By Assocja.ted Press. 


Washington^ Feb. 7.—The recent fa- 
vorable repbrt by the senate commit- 
tee on foreign relations on the treaty 
for the cession of the islands of the 
Danish West Indies was accompanied 
by a written statement made by that 
committee to the senate. This report 
shows that during 1900 the islands ex- 
'ported to the United States sugar, mo- 
lasses and distilled spirits amounting 
, to $568,945, and that during the' same 
period the Importations from the United 
States amounted to $624,534. The an- 
nexation of 
th.e Islands was sought 
by the United States years ago and as 
far back as 1867. Denmark declined to 
sell the Islands for $5,000,000 but made a 
proposition to1, part with them for $16,- 
000,000. 
• 


Secretary Seward 
offered 
$7,000,000 
which was' declined. He 
afterwards 
agreed to pay that amount for the is- 
lands of St. Thomas and St. John, but 
the trade fell through because of com- 
plications which arose. 
Continuing the report says: 
"These islands,. together with Puerto 
Rico, are of great importance in a 
strategic way, whether the strategy be 
military or commercial. St. 'Thomas is 
the. natural point of call for all Euro- 
pean trade bound to the West Indies, 
Central America or -northern South 
America, .These Islands together with 
Puerto Rico, form the northeastern cor- 
ner of the Caribbean sea, and are of 
great Importance in connection' with 
the American isthmus where a canal 
will be constructed between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. They are of first im- 
portance in. connection with our rela- 
tions to the regions of the Orinoco and 
the Amazon and with our control of 
the Windward passage. 
. . 
In view; of. the isthmian canal and 
European "settlements In South America, 
every" additional acquisition 
by 
the 
United States is of value. Puerto Rico 
is densely populated. 
Its roads are 
poor. It has a long .coast line without 
ports for large vessels. It is conse- 
quent very difficult of defense. 
San 
Juan is the only harbor with fortifica- 
' lions arid this is only suitable for ves- 
sels of light draught:" 
Explaining a provision in the treaty 
for continuing pensions for retired local 
functionaries, it is stated that the total 
amount required annually for this pur- 
pose will not exceed $2,000. 
Explanation is also 
made of the 
pledges of this government to protect 
the concessions of the Danish govern- 
ment to the St. Thomas Floating Dock 
company, the West Indian Panama 
Telegraph company and the St. Croix 
SUgar company. 'With reference to the 
floating dock company it is stated that 
the effect of the treaty provision 'is to 
secure the company In the enjoyment 
of its franchise until -1916 and it Is fur- 
ther explained that "the company is not 
subsidized by the-Danish or the insular 
treasury, but that services are ren- 
dered by the company to the govern- 
ment and. paid for. 
The explanation is added that the de- 
partment of,-state Is advised by the 
navy department that the floating dock 
is equipped to perform all required serv- 
ices and that the use of its facilities 
will be of practical advantage to the 
navy. 
. 


With reference to the telegraph com- 
pany, it is stated that this; Is an .Eng- 
lish corporation and that the obliga- 
tion to it is In the nature of a subsidy 
01' $4,000 per year for the next flve years. 
With the exception of this subsidy the 
situation of the company in the islands 
Is the same as that of the telegraph 
companies holding-concessions in Puer- 
to Rico and Cuba during the life of the 
grant.

Explanation is made of the relation- 
ship of Denmark'' to the sugar com- 
panies to the effect that Denmark orig- 
inallymade a?loafi <jlM',474,r74 crowns at 
a;> stipulated interest to this company. 
The interest jioUhav^ng,-been paid after 
20 years the Danish government took 
posgeslon of,the property and assumed 
all obligations growing out of this re- 
lationship. It is understood to be the 
purpose of the Danish government to 
put itself In a position to wind up the 
affairs of this company as soon as pos- 
sible. An explicit assurance is given 
that "no responsibility or obligation of 
any kind rests on the government of the 
United States, or the insular treasury in 
connection with the St. Croix Sugar 
company."

BELL'S ARGUMENTS ON 


GRAND RIVER IRRIGATION. 


Special to the Gazette. 


Washington, Feb. .8.—Representative 


Bell in presenting to the secretary of 
the interior a petition of residents of 
the Grand river valley, Colorado, for 
examination and survey of" a desired 
project for diverting the course of the 
Grand river so that highlands along 
the stream may be irrigated, wrote.as 
follows: 


"There probably is not a better, cer- 


tainly not a safer, place in the entire 
arid domain for the construction of 
waterways for irrigation of the public 
,lands than in the Grand valley. The 
most 
essential 
feature is that the 


Grand river, a great and inexhaustible 
stream at all seasons of the year, is 
unclaimed and unused by anyone. Sec- 
ondly, there is a great body of the un- 
claimed and unused public domain, as 
fertile, Inviting, and as accessible to 
transportation and markets as any in 
the entire arid region. Thirdly, where 
the lower lands have been'watered and 
cultivated through private enterprise, 
the land exceeds in value almost any- 
thing east of California. The peach, 
pear, apple, plum, nectarine, cherry, 
grape, sugar beet and general crops 
thrive marvelously, and Its fruit trains 
annually go to many eastern states. 


"They have a fine sugar beet factory 


near the center of 
the valley, good 


railroad facilities, unlimited quanti- 
ties of coal, oil and everything to in- 
vite early and thrifty population. In 
my judgment, the moment the gov- 
ernment begins the survey, with the 
determination of diverting the Grand 
river, and If it would permit the same, 
every acre under the line of the ditch 
would be located and that there Would 
be an abundance of land to repay the 
government for the reclamation, as 
this land, located as it is wim settle- 
ments and cultivation bordering upon, 
would bring a very high price, com- 
pared with the 
general run of arid 


lands. 


"The Grand river, with a superabun- 


dance of water, runs through the val- 
ley and the government could make an 
experiment here which would bo ab- 
solutely safe, and which would involve 
no chance of 
breaking 
reservoirs,- 


great dams, or any other chances. The 
proposition is simple, the mere diver- 
sion of a great stream of water from 
the level of the natural flow around the 
foothills of the mountains, and the 
people would eagerly take the land and 
build the distributing ditches from the 
main canal. 
• 1 earnestly ask that this be selected 
and surveyed at the earliest possible 
moment, because of the many superior 
facilities presented for government re- 
clamation, and because of its excep- 
tional location, supply of water, cli- 
mate, transportation, the great body of 
arid, unclaimed land, and other facili- 
ties for a successful reclamation by the 
government, and a full remuneration 
almost immediately of the expenditure 
made."

The fire came at last midnight and 
was only checked after a desperatft 
fight that lasted until late this even- 
Ing. Every city and town within reach 
of Paterson sent firemen and appara- 
tus to the relief of the threatened city 
and It took the united efforts of them 
all to win the battle. 
A northerly wind gave the conflagra- 


tion its Impetus and carried its burn- 
ing brands to kindle the blaze afresh 
at other points. The flrcmen made stand 
after stand before the wall of flre but 
were repeatedly driven back and when 
victory finally came to them they were 
grimed and exhausted.

The discovery that their far eastern 


policies were identical resulted In each 
party to the agreement expressing its 
desire that their common policy iind 
expression in an international con- 
tract of binding validity.

Washington, Feb. S.— The department 


of agriculture is cursutng some Inves- 
tigations as to the possible value of Ir- 
rigation In the so-called humid regions 
In the eastern part of the United States 
and even In the brief time which has 
been given to this work it has been 
demonstrated that Irrigation is not en- 
tirely a problem for the so-called arid 
regions only. In the North Atlantic 
states the large area devoted to mar- 
ket gardens makes security against 
drought a matter of much Importance. 
Throughout this region the average 
rainfall provides sufficient moisture if 
properly distributed, but 
a 
short 
drought at the time when the gardens 
are maturing frequently causes heavy 
loss. In many years no such drought 
occurs, but they come often enough 
to make the growing of vecetables and 
small fruits uncertain. 
This matter 
has been taken up In the experiment 
station of New Jersey. Investigations 
have been limited so far to the grow- 
ing of small fruits. .They have already 
shown that the Increase In the products 
of the Irrigated tracts over those which 
were not Irrigated was considerably 
more than enough to pay In a single 
season the entire cost of providing a 
water supply as well as the expense 
of applying it. 


In addition 
to these experiments 
made at the station data has been col- 
lected from truck growers throughout 
the state of New Jersey. This data 
shows that Irrigation in a single sea- 
son has paid the entire cost of arrang- 
ing for the same and has yielded a 
profit In addition, 
The rainfall records at Philadelphia, 


covering a period -of 70 years show that 
in more than half the years there was 
a lack of moisture in some one month 
of the growing season sufficient to ser- 
iously affect the yield of small fruits 
and vegetables which constitute a large 
part of the products of the eastern 
farms. It would appear therefore that 
an Irrigation plant would be as profit- 
able an investment for most of the far- 
mers living in the Atlantic coast states 
as it Is tor the farmers of the arid 
states west of the 100th meridan. 


Careful investigations are be,ing made 


in Wisconsin and Missouri to determine

, Stockmen from Craig to Brown's Park 
have decided to wage-a relentless war 
upon wolves and with that object -In 
view have raised a .large cash fund 
which is now on deposit in the Bank 
of Craig. 
, 


The bounty to be paid is $20 for each1 


and every wolf-killed In western Routt 
county. 
The stockmen have divided 


the range into districts and have as- 
signed-wolf hunters to each district and 
the bounty will be paid only to the 
hunters assigned by the stockmen in- 
terested. 
Men of experience 
In this 


line of work have been selected and 
they will devote their entire time to the 
extermination of wolves. 


So far four districts : have been cre- 


ated and four men have been ap- 
pointed to slaughter wolves. As soon 
as suitable men can be secured about 
four more districts will be created 
Those already appointed and their dis- 
tricts are as follows: J. Harper. Ce'da* 
Springs: Cap|. Hardy, Douglas moun- 
tain; Adolpli Anderson of Rifle, LIIJ

river.

The wolves have been creating great 


havoc among cattle during the past 
three years, but the depredations have 
been unusually heavy this • fall 
and 


Winter and the losses to the cattlemen 
are making serious inroads upon the 
Industry. . 


The heaviest losses from wolves have 


been in the western end of the county 
and- particularly In the 
vicinity of 


Douglas Springs. H. B. Sager, who has 
a bunch of fine Hereford cattle on ,the 
Douglas Springs range, has sustained a 
loss of 32 head of cattle .the past fall 
and winter. It is estimated that alto- 
gether the stockmen of Brown's park 
lost 85 head of cattle as the result of 
the ravages of wolves in the past three 
months. 


The wolves usually confine their at- 


tacks to calves, yearlings and 
poor 


cows, but there is one'instance known 
of a 4-year-old steer being killed by the 
ferocious brutes. This occurred a year 
ago on the ranch of the Templeton 
brothers in the 'Maybell valley. 
The 


steer, in some manner, had a sharp 
stick broken off in its foot and he was 
roped and.the sliver taken out.. That 
night the animal was attacked and 
killed by wolves. 
The steer was in 


prime condition and the injury It re- 
ceived'from' the snag had not affected 
it in the least. 


It is quite likely that a bounty on 


wolves will'be offered by the county at 
,the next meeting of the commissioners. 
—(Craig Courier.

It is con- 
tended that if the assessors are not 
bound by any agreement at which they 
may krrl've, they Will return to their 
several counties and assess the proper- 
ty as they please.

He said that he had always taken It 
for granted that tbe entire house recog- 
nized the assessing power of the state 
board of equalization and he was npt 
prepared to discuss the question raised 
by Mr. O'Connell. 
. He did belleye, however, that th.8, 
equalizers could be given assessing 
powers and that this board was more 
practical than the assessors board. 


He held tha't the capacity of each as- 
sessor was.only Judged by the voters of 
their respective counties while the ca- 
pacity of each member of the board of 
equalization was judged by the entire 
State. He.held that'while an Assessor 
might properly value the1 local properly 
^je would be so surrounded with parlia- 
mentary-rules that he could not ren- 
ider-'.a, fairer -valuation of corporate 
property than1 could the'state board of 
equalization.

He admitted that the state board of 
equalization did not assess corporate 
property at Its full value but he held 
that they assessed it at as high a rate 
as-did. the assessors the local property. 
He contended that the trouble was as 
much due to the local assessors as to 
the state board of equalization. He 
was }h favor of allowing the state 
board of equalization to value corporate 
property .but to clothe each member 
of that board with laws that will com- 
pel them to value correctly. He crit- 
icised the committee amendment in that 
It. did npt provide for a record of-the 
actions ot the assessors-while they are 
in session.

He contended that the valuations as 
placed on corporate property last year 
by.the state board of assessors were a 
retaliatory assessment and not a fair 
valuation of their holdings. 
. 
He held that the corporations did not 
do right when they refused to appear 
before the board of assessors and pre- 
sent their-claims. He was of the opin- 
ion that had the corporations appeared 
before that body and presented their 
claims the present extra session would 
not be needed but he also contended 
that two wrongs never make one right 
and the assembly could not afford to 
retaliate by passing a retaliatory'meas- 
ure. -He held that when the assessors 
came together the individuality of each 
assessor will be lost: In the will of the 
majority, thus it will be that the as- 
sessor of one'county frill dictate'the 
valuations to be placed on the property, 
of another county. In closing he said 
''I would rather go home to my people 
and defend the state board of equali- 
aztion than to go home and attempt to 
defend an unconstitutional law." A 
liberal burst of applause swept through 
the room and galleries as he closed. 
Mr, Balllpger was the next speaker. 
He has fought for years for the state 
board pf asflessors: and his speech to- 
day was one of the best ever delivered 
in the house of representatives on that 
question. He seemed to be filled with 
the idea that,he was right-and his en- 
thusiasm together with his forceful ar- 
guments created the best impression of 
any speech delivered. He gave a his- 
tory of the. assessment of. corporate' 
property in the state-jirlor to, the reve- 
nue bill passed last year. He then gave 
a history of the litigation over that bill, 
and contended: that no court of last 
jurisdiction has passed on the merits of 
the bill. He held that Judge Riner's 
decision only questioned that part of the 
law which gave the 57 assessors* the 
power to delegate assessing powers to. 
13 of their number. Among other things 
he said: "We-accompllshed in our last 
session a great deal of good, "and we 
instituted* reforms that will never take: 
a backward step. We have" demon-, 
strated the fact-that previous to this 
year, the corporations did not pay 
taxes on 80 cents'for every' dollar's 
worth of property which they owned," 
He contended that while corporation 
papers held that the assessors were try- 
ing {o rvin the corporations, • yet not 
one Pf such papers had named a com- 
pany that had been valued for mor« 
than it was worth, He showed that the 
assessment on corporate property this 
year was about 70 cents on the dollar. 
He said that It was the ventral wish 
among the assessors to value all prop- 
erty at that same figure. He admitted 
that »ome had npt don* this, but ha said 
it was through * fear <b*aauae pf .the 
many suits and Injunction* tbat might 
arise. He,admitted that for.onp« we 


right to assess all the property in his 
county. He held that there Is nothing 
In the constitution to prevent the as- 
sessors from conferring together. 
He 
recited : tbif fact that two assessing 
boards came in conflict'with each other 
and' neither would assess at Its true 
value. He hold that the state board of 
assessors had lifted the state out of Its 
bankrupt condition In less than one 
year and he said he could not return to 
his people'with the law which rele- 
gated this board to the rear. "Do you 
Want to return to the old days when un- 
der the equalizers our Institutions were 
bankrupt and our corporations and all 
other property were valued at 20 cents 
on the dollar?" At this point Bepre- 
sentatlve Schwelgert interrupted by 
saying: "Don't you think you are talk- 
Ing against yourself when you remem- 
ber that if you are elected governor 
as you hope to be, you will then be 
chairman of the state board of equaliza- 
tion?" "I want to say," replied Ballin- 
ger, "that the only time I ever wanted 
to be governor was when the corpora- 
tions began a flght against this bill last 
spring. • I only wanted to be governor 
15 minutes, which would have been long 
enough for me to have called this 
extra session." In concluding he said 
he did not believe that the senate would 
hold- out1 against the assessors. 
Representative Bell was of the opinion 
that the only thing to do is to secure 
honest and competent officials and the 
method of assessing will take care of 
itself. He raised the point that local 
assessors in those counties where the 
railroads have no terminal 
facilities 


could not value the intangible property 
of the corporation. He was lu favor of 
the state board of equalization. Repre- 
sentative "Whltelaw contended that the 
law as proposed did not create a board 
of assessors. He held that'll provided 
for the assessors tb value the property 
In their county ..He challenged the state- 
ment 'that the sassessorg could not 
wisely assess corporate property and 
said: 
"There are many counties in 
the state where the mining property is 
worth more than the corporate proper- 
ty, and it requires weeks bf diligent re- 
search to arrive at a true valuation, 
and dire you tell me that the men to 
whom is Intrusted the charge of valu- 
ing the mining property of this state, 
cannot value its corporate property? 
Some' of you have intimated that the 
assessors will not be fair on this ques- 
tion. 1 want to say that these men 
who are elected In these rural districts 
by tthelr neighbors are elected because 
they will be just as honest in the dis- 
charge of their duties as will the state 
board of equalization." 
Mr. Stubbs of Arapahoe, was the next 
speaker. He was against the state 
board bf assessors and for the equal- 
izers. He could not see how the in- 
tangible property was to be distributed 
among the several counties. Repre- 
sentative Rlley said that if they would 
get a bill, that was constitutional he 
would support it, but he did not believe 
the-present one was constitutional.

Judge Rucker's Ruling in the Cris

Denver, Feb. 10.—The court of appeals of Colorado today decided

that the Denver &. Rio Grande Railway company is responsible for the 
losses entailed by the fire which burned the old Antlers hotel and some 
other property at Colorado Springs, October 1, 1898. The suit against 
the railway company was brought by some of the insurance companies 
which were caught by the fire. It was a test case and is said to involve 
losses aggregating $400,000. The fire is alleged to have been caused 
by sparks from a locomotive which first set fire to the Rio Grande depot.

The ruling ot Judge Rucker, who was 


sitting in the district court of. El Paso 
county in the Crissey-Fowler Lumber 
company's suit against the Denver & 
Rio Grande Railway company, in which 
the lumber company sought to hold the 
railway company responsible for the 
great Antlers flre of October 1, IdaX, 
and demanded damages in the sum of 
$21,000, by which ruling the jury 
brought In a verdict In favor of the 
railroad company, has been reversed 


of ground and aggregating in value 
half a million dollars. 


In all the lawsuits that grew out of 


this conflagration the contention was 
made that the flrq at tho freight depot 
originated from the .sparks of a loco- 
motive that had passed a fc\v moments 
before the fire department vraa. called 
out. .

Yesterday's decision of tile court of 


appeals holds that this ruling was 
wrong: and orders the case remanded' 
for another trial. Yesterday's decision 
also holds that an insurance company 
cannot come in aud sue as an indi- 
vidual in a case of this kind but by 
subrogation it can cornd in and be a 
party with a party to a suit.' The lum- 
ber company's claim .was that it had 
been damaged $23,000. It carried an 
insurance of ?14,000, which was paid 
immediate1}' after the flre. When the 
lumber coi.ipany 'brought suit for the 
remaining $7,000, the insurance com- 
pany entered the suit through subro- 
gation and included the bin for the 
$14.000 It had paid'as damages. The 
contentions of the railroad company 
were twofold. First, that it was not 
responsible for the flre: and second, 
even if it was- responsible, tho insur- 
ance company could not collect the 
damages it might have to pay, because 
it had been paid a premium for risking 
those damages. The 'court today over- 
ruled the holding of the attorneys for 
tlie railroad arid aaiil that their cita- 
tions in their briefs were not germane 
to the questions involved. Tho lower 
courts held that the plaintiffs are not 
entitled to recover 
damages unless 


they have proven negligence on tne 
part of the railroad company. That 
company contended that it was incum- 
bent upon the plaintiffs to-prove that 
the fire did! not originate from-some 
other source. -The court of appeals de- 
cided against .this contention and held 
tliat it IB not iqcu'mbont upon the 
plaintiff to prove- such- fact. 
In brief, 


the court held that if it can be shown 
that the railroad eoinpany is respon- 
sible for the fire, whether through neg- 
ligence or not, it must pay. the dam- 
ages either to the parties damaged or 
to the insurance companies which have 
settled the claims. The decision com-

Some of the 
advantages claimed ' for the Sterling

terial Is handled dry; It requires but 
little power to operate; the : machine 


concentrates closely; It saves flour gold 
and the, system is inexpensive, making 
it truly a "poor1 man's f riehd."

Mr. Sterling commenced experiment- 


ing about five years ago,1 but'-the first 
patent on the machine was issued on 
June 5, 1800. Since that, time several. 
Improvements have been added for 
w.hich patents are now pending in this 
and foreign countries. 


The practical working plant ^consists 


of three concentrators, one dust col- 
lector and a grader. . 1 Before going 
through the Sterling, process the,ore Is 
reduced to a powder or fine dirt by any 
of the crushers commonly used by min- 
ing men. In a dry form the dirt is car- 
ried to the grader where it passes 
through sieves which reduce It to three 
sizes, i. e., 60 mesh, SO mesh and no 
mesh, according to the size screen used. 
Tubes carry the dirt to the concentra- 
tors, the finest going from the grader 
to the machine known as No. 1, carrying 
with It the flour gold and slimes; At- 
tached to this machine Is .the dust col- 
lector known as the "Perfection," the 
same as are now in use at the mills In 
Colorado City, Florence, Colo., and other 
milling points. Machine No..2.takes:the 
medium sized dirt but no dusti and No.1

At the initial,stage 
of the treatment, after the material 
falls fi-om the hopper directly Inio'the 
air current as It rises from the inlet 
at the front of the machine, the heavy 
gold falls through 
the current and Is 
discharged, the sand and fine quartz .be- 
ing caught up by the current of air and 
carried over the top of the first pafti- 


•tion into the-first down-take chamber. 
The current expands at this stage and 
lets the heaviest of the sand and mineral 
fall to the discharge at the bottom, the 
lighter sand and: metals being carried 
on by the air current to the next up- 
take chamber, where the air contracts 
and carries the material up and over 
the next partition >lnto the next down- 
take.

pacity, duplicating the plant we have 
erected here, and it will also have all the 
latest improvements. 
It Is said 'the 


proof of the pudding is- in the eating,' 
and that Is applicable to this machine. 
The plant that has been erected in this 
city has a capacity of "0 tons per day, 
and if you doubt its ability to do the 
work we claim for it you need only ship 
a few tons to us and then eomr down 
and watch it go through. It will cost 
you nothing to make the test. In fact. 
I may slate here, that we do not propose 
to sell a machine if It will not handle 
the ore upon which it is intended to 
work.

AT NO. 8 SHAFT IS SAVING

through a washing apparatus, 
which

The water used. Is a 


smalt amount, circulating continually 
thiough a small boilei feed pump, run 
by exhaust steam from the hoisting en- 
gine. 
The final waste to the dump av- 
erages $2.00 per ton, while the waste 
from the No. y ore house runs $4 per 
ton.

Evergreen cemetery here I visited tho 
newest and most complete crematory in 
this country. 


There l& a beautiful stone building and 


in one end of it is a fine chapel. It Is 
complete In every way, even to an or-: 
gan. The casket rests on a hydraulic 
elevator and at the close of tho service, 
If the body is to be cremated or placed 
in the receiving vault, It is .lowered, u> 
tho basement. In one end Is the. receiving 
•vault, which Is perfect. At tho other side 
is the crematory oven. It Is heated by 
oil and it only takes three hours to. heat 
It. It is built of fire brick and is heated 
to several thousand degrees. The fires 
are then all drawn and the body in its 
casket goes into the dry, hot heat. In 
three hours more there is nothing left 
but a few pounds of bone lime. The 
draughts carry away tho ashest from the 
coffin and clothing. They are then col- 
lected and placed in copper cans. The 
company requires two witnesses at ovary 
cremation. I lifted a can containing tho 
body of a man— a pauper, of course— 
"Rattle his bones over the stones, 
lie's only u pauper, whom nobody owns." 


I should judge that It weighed fiva 


pounds. They cremate about three bodies 
a month and the cost is $60. When the 
custom becomes more common, the cost 
will be reduced to about $25. Naturally 
it • Is a thing tho undertakers do not rec- 
ommend, but there is absolutely : nothing 
repulsive .about It. There was a. large 
party In the crematory at the time I 
visited it, and even the ladles who • came

Elsewhere 1 have discussed the ques-

In the case of Cuba, how- 


ever,, there are weighty reasons of morality and of

educational Interest,why the policy should be 
held to hare a peculiar application, and I mdst' 
earnestly ask your .attention to the wisdom, In- 


1 deed the.vital need, of providing for a substantial 


reduction in the tariff duties on Cuban .imports 
into the United States. 
Cuba has In her cpnstitu- 


tion affirmed 'what we desired, that she should 
lAand, In international matters, in closer and more 
friendly relations with us than with any other 
power; and: we are bound by every consideration 
of honor and expediency to pass commercial meas- 
ures in the interest of her material well-being. 


• But If We are "bound by every consideration' of hon 
or" to pass commercial measures in the interest of 
Cuba, which measures evidently relate to a reduction of 
the tariff on Cuban grown sugar, it is no .less true thai 
solemn promises 'and' engagements have been made with 
American beet sugar producers, and it is just as dishon- 
arable to ignore these as it is to break our promises to 
Cuba. 
- . ' . . " • 


The Republican national platform of 1896 contained 


the following:,

We condemn the present administration for 


not keeping 'faith with the sugar producers of 
this couptry. 
The Republican party favors such 


protection as will lead to the production on Ameri- 
ican- soil: of all the sugar which the American 
people use, and for which:they pay other coun- 
tries more than $100,000.000 annually. 
The Republican platform of 1900 contained a specific 


declaration in favor of the protective policy, ana this was 
interpreted by the Republican campaign text hook of 
1900, issued by the Republican national committee, as 
"a distinct promise to the farmers that they need not fear 
that the Republican party would permit the cheap labor 
and cheap sugar of any tropical territory to be brought 
in in a manner which would destroy the infant industry 
of beet sugar production, which the farmers of the Unit- 
ed States have, under the fostering care of the Republi- 
can party, been building up during the last few years." 


Neither the Republican party as a whole, nor Repub- 


lican members of congress have a right to repudiate such 
promises as these', upon the strength of which large in- 
vestments of capital have been made, experisive factories 
constructed, extensive areas of land, cultivated, and in 
some cases whole towns built depending entirely upon 
this one industry;./. , 
• 


A great1 deal 'has been said in this connection, upon 


one side and thq. other, in regard to the trust or trusts 
' conceited in the sugar business in this country. 
But 


it is not necessary to complicate matters in this way. 
Both the cane sugar men and the beet sugar men are 
keen Americans who, are not allowing their interests to 
be neglected and who are using every possible Influence 
to assist the deliberations of congress. 


As westerners, vitally interested In the sugar beet in- 


dustry, and believing that we have the same rights to 
protection under an American tariff that have been given 
to others, we are clearly justified in demanding that we 
shall not be called on to pay all the cost of redeeming 
the national pledges to Cuba. 
There is no sense In say- 


ing that there is only one side to the question. 
There 


is another side, 
There is a duty that we owe to Cuba. 


But the western sugar growers have a right to insist that 
In fulfilling the duty to Cuba, the United States ought not 
to neglect its duty to its own people, and should not be 
unmindful of the pledges and promises that have been 
made to them.

HE BRIEF filed In the United States supreme 


court by the state of Kansas in support of its 
suit against Colorado is a peculiar document. 


It reads Very much as though the 
Kansas 


lawyers who have been looking into the matter are in 
serious doubt as to whether they have a serious cause for 
.complaint, and if they have they are in doubt as to wheth 
er they have a legal remedy, and if they have they are 
not quite sure whether they wish to enforce it. 


"There is no desire to Injure or harass the state of 


Colorado by the proceedings." say the Kansas lawyers. 


"The .Arkansas river is in its natural condition 


a generous stream, and in so far as its waters 
can be used in Colorado for irrigation purposes 
and then returned to the bed of the river and in 
so far as the waters can be diminished in sea- 
sons of flood and at other times without injury to 
ourselves, their taking will not be resisted by us. 
We wish it understood that we do not ask or ex- 
pe'et the destruction of the 
irrigation ditches 


heretofore constructed and used by persons and 
corporations in Colorado. 
Doubtless some re- 


strictions should be placed upon the use of the 
waters but it is sought by this proceeding merely 
to prevent the state of Colorado from using its 
vast power and wealth in diverting these waters 
and to stop it from granting authority to others 
to do' so." 
We are greatly pleased to learn that the Arkansas 


river Is in its natural condition a generous stream, and 
that this highly commendable quality is shared by the 
dwellers along its banks. 
It is also a very great relief 


to know that we are not expected immediately to destroy 
the ditches that have been constructed, and that the only 
purpose of the suit is that Colorado shall stop using its 
vast power and wealth in diverting these waters and 
cease granting its authority to others to do so.

The difficulty is that we cannot really help ourselves.

Arkansas 'valley fellows are the most "contrap- 


tioiis" you ever did see, and for all we can do, they will 
persist In using that water to raise beets and. things. 


We appreciate the generous nature of the river and

WESTERN MATTERS AT WASHINGTON. 
T 


HE PJGJOPLE of the west have good reason for 


feeling pleased with the progress of events at the 
national capital, At one time it looked as though 
the reduction on Cuban sugar was to be made 


ilmost as a matter of course,.and some of the eastern 
newspapers seemed horrified at the thought that any 
American should even intimate that western sugar beet 
growers had any rights to be considered. But as soon 
as the matter received careful attention it became evi- 
dent that our "own people had claims based upon prom- 
ises quite as clear aud as binding as any that had'been 
made to tho Cubans, and that if a national duty existed 
to the people of the islands, it was not quite fair to 
expect that the people of the west should bear the whole 
burden of discharging it. The resolution introduced by 
Mr. Newlands. of Nevada has already had a salutary 
Influence in clearing the air of misapprehension, since it 
has emphasized the point that the free-sugar proposition 
is to give the-Cubans the chief benefits of political union, 
without any corresponding responsibilities and burdens. 
At the present time the .prospect is decidedly unfavorable 
to any great reduction in the tariff on Cuban sugar, and 
if a reduction is made it is likely to be so small that it 
will not be a serious injury to western sugar interests. 


Of moi'o permanent Importance, though possibly of less 


Immediate interest than sugar, is the question of national 
aid to irrigation, and here again the people of tho west 
have good reason $o bo pleased with the attitude of qpn- 
gross and the dominant party; The campaign of educa- 
tion undertaken by the newspapers, congressmen and 
associations, of• the west is beginning to have its effect. 
President iRoosevettJs message to congress was very ef- 
fective in arousing.the east to a sense of the Importance 
of the matter to the national interests, and some of those 
"who'on fhie morning that the message was published 
were asking, "What is irrigation?"'are now among its 
most' earnest advocates. • The prospects for the passage 
of an irrigation measure at this session of congress are 
good, and the1 measure itself promises to be one of Im- 
measurable .importance to western Interests. 


Colorado Springs also has particular reason to be

ised- with the favorable outlook for our public building 
a. measure that ought to have been, passed years ago, 


hut wh"%i now seems to be appi caching its final stages.

KANSAS IN BRIEF. 


THE PORTLAND MINE AND CRIPPLE CREEK. 
D 


URING the past few weeks the Gazette has been 


in a position to publish an exceptional amount of 
good news from the Cripple Creek district—not 


-~ 
more, however, than is fortunately warranted 


by the facts. 


The very large number of new strikes reported and 


the information furnished as to steady improvement in 
the old mines, both as to their physical condition and 
increase in output, shows that the great mining camp 
to our west is still forging ahead and that while the 
mining stock market may be- dull it is not the develop- 
ment at Cripple Creek that is responsible for -it.' The 
camp never was in a healthier condition than it'is today 
and the 'statement that had similar conditions prevailed 
a year or two ago great activity would have .resulted, is 
absolutely true.

At 1,000'feet from the 
surface the same story is told and by actual .demonstra- 
tion the mines are found to be abundant in mineral as 
deep as they are opened up.

Most prominent among -the Gazette's mining news 


during the past week was the publication of the Port- 
land company's annual report, the most elaborate and 
complete publication of its kind issued in the United 
States.

Pullman car does not carry them within convenient dis- 
tance of every cattle ranch and mint! in the state, often 
fail .to realize how much better off they are than, the 
people of other western states in this respect.-. 


It needs^only a glance at the map to show that not 


one of the states to the north, south or west of us is us 
well provided with lines of interior communication as we 
are, and' there is no doubt that this condition has been a 
most inSuential factor in determining the rapid develop- 
ment of our resources. 
a 


At the present time there arc six main trunk linos 


of railway extending across the eastern frontier and 
inking us with tho more thickly settled communities along 
the Missouri river. One great line strikes boldly toward* 
he distant Gulf of Mexico and serves as the channel to 
tho rapidly increasing volume of trade with Texas and 
New Mexico. 
Another line reaches toward the south' 


west and links us with Arizona and. southern California, 
while still another is 'pushing farther and farther into the 
•egions of the north. To the west a single link binds ue 
o Utah, but that link is a part of a main transcontinental 
.ystem extending from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 


"Within the state Itself railway building has already 


been pushed to such an extent that of the 56.- counties 


f the state only four are without railway service, and 


of these, three may reasonably be expected to receive 
allway connection in the near future. The lines of the 
Colorado & Southern, the Colorado Midland and of the 
Denver & Bio Grande and its allied lines have pene- 
rated nearly every yallpy, 'have traversed every moun- 
ain range,,have'crgssed every'desoit,-ana at th 


time afford a safe, speedy and comfortable means of 
access to every part of the state. 


That such a condition tends towards rapid develop- 


mcnt cannot be doubted. It may be truthfully said that 
Colorado-is a state where the prospector rides to tha 
scene of his efforts on a Pullman .car, and where vast 
stores of undeveloped natural wealth are brought into 
startling juxtaposition with the most modern means of 
transportation. 


The unmixed elements or 
industrial activity are 


grouped together in Colorado like the raw materials -of 
gunpowder, and the flre that IB beginning to glow in some 
parts of the state is only the beginning of a flame that 
will sweep from one end to the other and will leave us 
one of the richest and most advanced industrial com- 
munities in the world. 


Within the past two years the railways of Colorado 


have shown an enormous increase not only in theii 
through business, but in their local freight and passenger 
traffic as well. This increase was long ago predicted in 
these columns as tho natural outcome of the return of 
general good times and the development of^transpaciflc 
commerce. 
But this growth is very far from having 


reached its maximum. Within the next few years »ve may 
expect to see the railway system of the state expanded 
to cover all the gaps now left vacant. There will be rail 
way lines into Rio Blanco, Routt and Grand counties. 
There will be a line through the valley of the North Fork 
of the Gunnison. The lines to the southwestern part ot 
the state will be made standard gauge. Aud all of these 
lines will be doing an amount of business that will seem 
enormous as compared with the present amounts, and that 
will compare favorably with what is being done in many 
much older and more densely settled slates. 


Every indication points to a period of phenomenal 


growth fn this state within the next few years, and in it 
the railways will play a most important part. Portu 
nately*i|here is no need of asking any special favors for 
these corporations, or in fact anything more than fair 
treatment.^ This the railways have a right to expect, and 
this under the circumstances it la unquestionably for the 
Interest of all the people of the state to give them. 


AN EASTERN VIEW OF IRRIGATION. 


T 


HE GAZETTE has recently called attention to 


to some eastern editorial and congressional ex- 
pressions of opinion on the matter of the gov- 


. crnment aid to irrigation, and has expressed 


surprise at the narrow sectionalism of them. 


It is therefore with the greater pleasure that we call 


attention to a recent editorial in the Philadelphia In- 
quirer which is broad-minded, far-sighted and i» keeping 
with the sentiment that ought always to be felt by the 
people of one section of this country towards those of 
another. 


There is no imaginable reason why the fav- 


orable report to tho senate of the irrigation 
bill, which has just occurred, should not he fol- 
lowed at an early date by the passage of; that 
measure. 
It cannot reasonably be denied that 


the irrigation of the arid and semi-arid lands 
in the western states and territories Is a proper 
subject for federal solicitude, expenditure and 
supervision. 
This is a work 
which on ac- 


count of its magnitude, its cost and the various 
conditions by which it is surrounded cannot be 
accomplished, either by the individuals interest- 
ed or by the local governments concerned. 
If 


it is to be done at all, it must be dono by the 
government of the United States. 


Yet that it ought to be done Is more than 


any one will seriously dispute. 
There are mil- 


lions of acres of land which are now unproduc- 
tive owing to the lack of water which could be 
convertejl into a source of wealth by a proper- 
ly devised and applied system 
; of 
irrigation. 


That fact^ has been established; '.beyond 
per- 


adventure.* 
It follows that negative argument 


is limited to the character of the legislation by 
which It Is proposed to accomplish results whose 
desirability and 
practicability of attainment 


are alike admitted. 
If the pending bill is a 


good one It ought to be enacted into law. 


It Is a good one, a very good one, In the judg- 


ment of the Inquirer. 
It provides for a meth- 


od of procedure which would avoid the neces- 
sity for taking a single dollar from the fund 
raised by general taxation, but 
which would 


place the whole expense of the undertaking 
upon the territory to be benefited. 
Th'e money 


needed la to be raised from the sales of public 
land, and those who derive value from the ir- 
rigation intended to be Instituted would -grad- 
ually return to the government its proportion 
of 
the 
value 
thus 
created. " The money 


thus 
received 
would 
be 
allotted 
to 


the 
reclamation 
fund, 
and 
In this 
way 


irrigation would be rendered a self-sustaining 
enterprise. • ' 
. . ' 
'." 


That Is the nialn feature of the bill, which 


has the support of every -member of the house 
of representatives and of every senator from 
the states where aridity, partial or complete, 
prevails. 
No reason 
why it should not be 


passed has been suggested, except the very sel- 
fish and narrow one that It would tend to In- 


^ crease a competition from which some farmers 


in the east are suffering already. 
It is ex- 


tremely unlikely that any such Increase would 
be perceptible, but that argument would have 
barred the government from making any effort 


, to develop the great west and would, if applied 


with logical rigor, have confined the union to 
the 13 original states. 


Congress must take a broad view of things 


and legislate for the general good, without re- 
gard to minor and incidental consequences. 


WHICH IS THE USURPER? 


A 


RESOLUTION was .recently introduced in the 
federal house of representatives calling for the 
appointment of a committee to deal with tfce 
question of the usurpation of the house prerog- 


atives by the senate in the matter at the proposal, out- 
inlng and negotiation of reciprocity^ treaties, the house 
contending that it should be consulted on subjects af- 
Tecting the revenue of the country. 


The house of representatives has apparently two bases 


for its contention, the power which is given that part of 
tho legislative branch of the government by the'Con. 
stitution 
to 
originate 
all 
bills 
for 
raising rev- 


enue and the power bestowed on the congress iu gen- 
eral to regulate commerce with foreign nations; and 
second, the Dingley law of 1897, which provides for the 
negotiation of reciprocity treaties, their ratification by 
the senate and approval by congress. 


Action by the senate seems also to rest upon two 


foundations, the constitutional provision which sends all 
treaties negotiated by the president to the senate for 
ratification, and precedents created In tho making of 
ormer reciprocity (treaties. 
James G. Blaine, prince 


of American diplomats, whose name will always be1 as- 
sociated with the United States policy of reciprocity, 
never referred his treaties to the house for approval', 
save Indlrectlv when ne consu^d the loaders of the 


house revenue policy for their advice; the instruments 
were given to the senate by the president for the sen- 
ate's ratification, without asking the representatives for 
their votes of approval. 


Aside from the peculiarities of the Dingley law, itself, 


the difficulty resolves itself into the query: Is a reciproc- 
ity treaty such a measure as to require reference to the 
house of representatives as one involving federal rev- 
enues or commerce with a foreign nation? 
The an- 


swer to the proposition Is undoubtedly a negative one, 
For while this Species of treaty certainly affects both 
the revenue and the commerce of the country, it is just 
as certainly not a bill for raising revenue, nor for lay- 
ing and collecting taxes, duties or imposts, nor docs it 
come under the "commerce clause" of the Constitution 
as that clause has been interpreted by the supreme court 
of the United States. 


To be valid, then, the contention 'of the house must be 


supported Jby the provisions of the Dingley law, which 
in ono paragraph, contains two important clauses con- 
cerning reciprocity treaties to be made after its pas- 
sage. 
The language used is as follows: 


"Whenever the president of the United States, with 


the advice and 'consent of the s»nate, with a view to 
secure reciprocal trade with foreign countries, shall, 
within the period of two years after the passage of this 
act, enter Into commercial treaty with any country con- 
cerning the admission into such country of goods, wares 
or merchandise of the United States . * * * -* and 
when any such treaty shall have been duly ratified by the 
senate and approved by congress, and public proclama- 
tion made accordingly, thereafter the duties which shall 
be collected by the United btates * * * shall be the 
duties specified and provided for in such treaty." 


Until recently, this paragraph of the Dingley . law 


seems to have been little considered, but it is brought 
sharply into the foreground by the action of the house in 
calling for the committee of Investigation mentioned 
above. 
Two points are 
involved which, if they are 


brought before the United States supreme court, may re- 
sult in a declaration of the paragraph's unconstitution- 
allty. 


An attempt is made to limit the time in which, under 


the Dingley law, reciprocity ' treaties may be made— 
"within two years after the passage of this act." 
The 


question immediately arises, under what authority ex- 
pressed or implied in the Constitution can a time limit 
be set for the making of a commercial treaty? 
If the 


provision be constitutional, then until a new tariff act 
with new reciprocity clauses is passed, this country is 
tied hand and foot and cannot now make such treaties 
with any country, no matter how desirable they may be. 


But the Constitution says, "He (the president) shall 


have power by, and with the advice and consent of the 
senate, to make treaties provided two-thirds of the sena- 
tors present concur" '(Art. II., sec. 2, par. 2.) and "This 
Constitution and the laws of the'United States which 
shall be made in pursuance thereof, and all treaties 
made, or which shall be made, under the authority of the 
United States, shall be the supreme law of the land," 
(Art. VI., Par. 2.) 
The other paragraphs in the Con- 


stitution referring to treaties, have no application to the 
case in hand. 


There is, then, nothing in the Constitution to pre- 


vent President Roosevelt entering upon the negotiation 
of commercial treaties at any time with any nation, and 
provided two-thirds of the senate concur, such treaties 
would become a part of the supreme law of the land. 
There is no limit set upon the nature of the treaties; 
there is nothing to indicate that the house of representa- 
tives can by any possible interpretation ot any clause 
of tho Constitution pass a law which shall compel the 
president to negotiate treaties within any certain space 
of time. 


Besides, two years Is an absurdly short time limit to 


set for the completion of such negotiations, in view of 
modern diplomatic methods and unavoidable or adroit 
governmental delays, and when the law did not go into 
operation until some months after its passage. 
And be- 


fore reciprocal trade relations are established with an- 
other nation, it would be wise first to ascertain the ac- 
tual, not theoretical, effect of the operation of the orig- 
inal law upon our own country, 


A further step, however, was taken by the Dingley 


law, which would seemi if that part of the act were con- 
stitutional, to force the president and tho senate to con- 
sult the house in regard to reciprocity treaties, the act 
stating that the treaty must be duly ratified by the Ben- 
ate and "approved by congress," congress evidently be- 
ing used in its loose sense to mean "house of representa- 
tives." 


It may possibly be contended that the Dingley meas- 


ure was the act of both houses of congress and the sen- 
ate cannot now be heard to complain, but no law by Us 
mere passage by both houses, even though the vote in 
its favor be unanimous, can alter the Constitution. There 
Is but one way to alter the Constitution and that is 
through the people's representatives in the state legis- 
latures. 
The senate cannot by a turn of the wrist, aban- 


don the minutest part of its rights as granted by the Con- 
stitution. 


By what right, then, does the house of representatives 


say, "You must not ratify reciprocity treaties without 
our approval?" 
By what right does the house claim the 


power which is tho birthright of the president and the 
senate? 
The paragraph in the Dingley act concerning 


reciprocity treaties is verbiage so far as it pretends to 
the enactment of law; it conveyed no new powers to the 
president or the senate; it did not increase the potency 
of the house in the matter of- dealing with the country's 
revenues; it added to an otherwise sound measure 
clauses which the supreme' court would doubtless de- 
clare unconstitutional; it amounts to a mere recommenda- 
tion that the president, if he deem it wise, proceed to the 
negotiation of reciprocal trade measures with the new 
schedule for a basis. 


Instead of the senate taking over rights belonging to 


the house, It seems that the house by the mere passage 
of a revenue law, has made a vain attempt at usurpation 
of prerogatives which the Constitution has bestowed upon 
the president and the senate.

Mr. Buck- 
ham considers that men's -backs were 
specially dpiiHtrubted with an eye to 
Such work; and he declares that a man 
can sweep a room in 16 minutes in such 
a way as to win admiring comments 
from any woman.

He would also have the men build the 
fires and care for the furnace, carry 
wood and coal; Indeed, attend to' all 
the cellar work; take care of the wood- 
shed, . help tend baby, and even have 
them wipe dishes. The editor of the 
woman's department in the Springfield 
Republican says: "It makes the aver- 
age, woman feel sure of man's angelic 
qualities to have such help suggested, 
not t'p say given. Judging the Amer- 
ican .man ,by his foreign brethren, he 
has. always borne the palm for thought- 
ful kindness at home, but.Mr. Buckham 
suggests a kind of glorified creation." 
He says in closing: 
"What the American household of to- 
day needs is less monopoly in house- 
work—more co-operation; or even com- 
petition, if you choose; anything to keep 
the uncomplaining, wife and mother 
from ;monopbllzlng. all the drudgery.

SYMMONDS GOT VERDICT

TO OUST JAPANESE 


FROM FREMONT COUNTY 


Special to the Gazette. 


Florence, Feb. 12.—In consequence of 


tho Importation of 32 Japanese from the 
west a mass meeting of union miners 
was held at Chandler Creek this morn- 
ing. 
There arc l.SOO coal miners In this 


county and nearly 1,500 of them were 
present. 
The meeting was unusually 


enthusiastic. A committee of five, rep- 
resenting as many nationalities, was 
appointed to draft resolutions setting 
forth thc best possible manner for get- 
ting rid of the new element. The reso- 
lutions will be banded in late tonight. 
The Japs are employed In loading coal 
and a union miner is paid ?2.2o per day 
for this work. In these resolutions will 
be embodied a provision that a com- 
mittee be appointed to look Into the 
matter of what wages thc Japs are be- 
ing paid. At Chandler mine the entire 
shipment of Japanese are working and 
up to this evening they have not been 
interfered with by any of the union 
men. 
It cannot be stated what the re- 


sult of the presence of the Japs In this 
county wilt'be, but it is evident now 
that if they do not leave here within a 
few days the miners will make It ex- 
ceedingly warm for them. The Japs 
do not fear the miners, it Is stated, as 
the company has promised them pro- 
tection. 


The miners have not decided when 
they will return to work, as they say 
that they will come to some definite con- 
clusion if they are required to stay at 
Chandler all night and tomorrow. 
It 


was suggested that a petition be circu- 
lated among the merchants of Florence 
and Canon City asking their support in 
whatever the miners may do. 


The Italian miners are the foremost 


in the movement in having the Japs 
leave the county. It was suggested by 
some of the miners that If nothing could 
be done toward having the objection- 
able element leave, even more stringent 
measures would be taken and the min- 
ers employed by the Victor Fuel com- 
pany In the southern coal fields would 
be asked to lend their support to the 
Chandler union. 


Mrs. Goodwin, who has been conduct- 
Ing a boarding house in one of the com- 
pany's buildings, has .vacated at the 
request of the company, and the Japs 
are being sheltered In the building. The 
conditions have reached such a point 
that the officers of the law fear that 
the Japs will be unfairly dealt with and 
to this end 
Sheriff 
Simons was at 


Chandler nearly all day to prevent any 
outbreaks. The miners think that there 
were several deputies on the ground 
during the meeting today. 


It is understood that the company Will 


make as determined a stand as will the 
miners, and should the miners' resort 
to violence, the company will interfere. 
The miners have concluded that .the 
cause of this action on the part of the 
company is on account of a disagree- 
ment between if and some of the miners. 
Ten years ago the present 
squatters 


purchased their land from a ranchman 
who took their money but did not give 
a deed. Since then they have been pay- 
ing taxes on the ground, but since that 
time the Victor people have made an 
outright purchase of the land and have 
attempted several times to eject the 
squatters. 


It was the intention of the Victor 
uel company to make this one of tho 


biggest mines In the county and this 
trouble may change Its plans.

"All wrong:—a most unwarrantable er- 
ror," replies the financier. "Two hundred 
thousand dollars would cover all the prof- 
Its that ilie banking house of Jay Cooke 
& Co. received for the negotiation of "over 
two billions of dollars' worth of govern- 
ment loans. Of course, thc immensity of 
the transaction and thc far-and-wide ad-, 
vertlsins that we curried on,'added-to .the 
prestige or thc house. But the percentages 
that we received for our negotiation's wcye 
as much smaller than those given by other 
nations as thc amounts we handled "were 
larger than thojse of any other war loans 
known. And we assumed all risks, too, 
which I understand Is not the case>with 
the agents engaging abroad in the flnan's- 
iug of wars. In Europe some great house 
like Rothschilds places the loan—simply 
financiering it and not taking the1 rink of it 
dollar—and receives for It two or two and 
a half per cent, in commissions. How dif- 
ferent the case with us! On the loan 1 
have been telling you'about we had .one- 
hair per cent, on the first ten million-dol- 
lars and three-eighths per cent, on all 
beyond that. That rale • wag. continued' 
until Mr. McCulloch became secretary of 
the treasury In March, 1365, and he re- 
duced It to one-quarter pcr cent.—very 
unwarrantably, too. Out of that three- 
eighths per'cent, we had to pay our sub- 
agents, advertising accounts and .• pther 
expenses.
